ENGLISH PEAT CHARCOAL FOR SMELTING IRON ORES. 
Sin,—Two letters appeared in the Zimes of Nov. 19 and 20, on a very intercsting 
aud important subject, respecting smelting or preparing iron ores with peat char- 
eosl, Another letter having appeared in your Journal of Dec. 22, on the same subject, 


very scientifically entering into the matter, particularly as to the capabilities of peat 


charcoal for preparing iron for guns and cannon, on which I addressed you in April, 
1855, Iam induced again to intrude on your kindness for a space in your Journal, and 
again tocall attention to the subject, and to the resources we have in our own country 
to compete with Russia or Sweden as to the manufacture of iron for cannons, &¢,— 
now so desirable a fact to be established. 

The letters in the Times, above mentioned, refer to the peat bogs of Ireland, as if 
offering alone every facility for Cay = | iron of the necessary temperature and qua- 
lity for cannons and guns by using Irish peat charcoal, entirely overlooking, as is 
always the case when this subject is introduced, England’s own resources in this re. 
spect, which, it appears, are neither dered nor understood ; but attention (which 
is hardly fair, is invariably called to our sister country, as if we had no peat bogs in 
Engian4, and did not possess the requisites for such ef meee when we have far 
greater advantages for smelting and manufacturing the best ble iron for cannons 
and guas, and even steel, than our sister, ‘‘ the emerald isle,” and have equally 
tee-temed peat for the manufacture of peat charcoal, which may vie with the 
woodlands of Russia and Sweden for the supply of wood charcoal. For instance, go 
as far back in times of yore when the Romans trod our Dartmoor hills and forests. 
The valuable tin mines of Devonshire, as well as its iron ores, were fully appreciated, 
and extensively worked ; but science, and chemistry particularly, not having been 
developed, and there being no coal known in tie district, all the ores were sent to 
Wales to be smelted and manufactured with coal; yet Nature, in her bounty, had 

laced a substitute far better at hand, in the inexhaustible peat bogs of Dartmoor 
and elsewhere), which rival the far-famed bogs of Lreland. 

It is unnecessary here to enlarge on these points, Facts are stubborn things, But 
as it appears that our interest, or rather a necessity, makes us look around us, and to 
our own resources, for a substitute for Russian iron, the excellency of which consists 
in their gun metal, as appears from the two letters above alluded to, published in the 
Times, as well as stated by your excellent and scientific correspondent, ** M. D.,”’ who 
80 clearly points out the, remedy, enquiring England naturally asks, how is this? 
From the material, no doubt, used in smelting and manufacturing the iron, is the 
ready answer. Therefore, it follows—* Go ye, and do likewise.” 

Now, Sir, it is a well-known and established fact that iron ore smelted with peat 
chareval becomes highly malleable—the great desideratum in the manufacture of all 
iron, but particularly necessary for iron used in the manufacture of guns and cannons; 
and on Dartmoor Forest particularly we have all the possible requisite facilities for 
mukiog and reducing iron ores, for this most desirable purpose, of the first quality, 
and at the cheapest possible rute; and no one could possibly compete with advantages 
there existing, if a y were blished by Government (as proposed by the 
Times correspondents), or by only private individuals.

DRAINAGE OF LAND, AND UTILISATION OF SLAG, OR 
MOLTEN EARTHS. 

Sin,—In the Journal of the Society of Arts of the 4th inet. Mr. Reveley, of Park- 
stone, Poole, Dorset, in his letter on the subtect of drainage, says, ‘‘ The main impe- 
diment to an effectual and permanent system of drainage being fully carried out, is | 
the fact that every river and stream. in this country is obstructed throughout its 


whole length, from the source to the mouth, wherever a foot or two of fall for water- 

ower can be gained. Were this impediment removed, as it must be before anything | 

ikea general system can be shaped out, drainage would become a very simple opera- 
tion, requiring no very great engineering abilities to carry out—every hedger and 
diteher knows how to tut off the springs from higher grounds, and is also well aware 
the best drainage is that which has the lowestfall. Rivers and streams form the ar- 
terial drainage of a country, and when they are obstructed by dams and weirs, Nature 
is outraged, and vast injury must necessarily ensue. These obstructions, which have 
existed for some purposes from time immemorial, but for mill-power only since the 
time of the Crusaders, were but of little consequence with a scanty, ignorant popula- 
tion, who scarcely cared whether they trod in knee-deep mire or not. Now, every 
inch of land is required to produce its utmost, and the time is fast aie when 
these obstructions will be swept from the face of the earth by their substitute, steam- 
power ; or the inevitabie result will be, that we shall be compelled tomake use of that 
same power in order topump out our waste water and drainage into the ocean. The 
improved productiveness of well-drained land will ultimately be able to buy up and 
destroy every water privilege in the kingdom ; in addition to which there is this con- 
sideration, that the enormous loss of property, and even life, from periodical inun- 
dations, is mainly caused by weirs and dams placed across the rivers, as well as by 
their general mismanagement in this and every other country.” 

Now, as a proof of the intimate connection between these two subjects, may I beg 
to refer your readers once more to the correspondence on the latter subject in your 
Journal, particularly to my last letter ; and I trust it will be clearly scen that the clay 
slags are, as it were, appointed by Nature for the express purpose of permanently re- 
medving this impediment to drainage, as being found in abundance in every locality, 
and likely to be required to work together as long as bread is the staff of life.

CORNISH ENGINEERS—THE GREAT CRINNIS LOCOMOTIVE 
v. NON-CONDENSING ENGINES, 

Six,—The internal evidence of ‘A Cornishman’s” letter, inserted in your last 
Journal, is very persuasive that be is not of the race, but either a native of the midland 
or northern counties, where high-pressure non-condensing engines are much in re- 
pute. The charges which he implies against Cornish engineers are very grave, inas- 
much as they tend to pronounce them a stand-still, thoughtless, stiff-necked generation. 
‘To arrive at truth is, however, my object, and L deem it no merit to lag behind in the 
van of improvements, or to be ignorant with the most excellent creations emanating 
from the human mind, High-pressure (non-condensing) engines are pluced in juxta 
position with the performance of the Cornish condensing pumping engine, with greater 
merit and higher economical results claimed for the former—in fact, the relative ratio 
being as 100 to 230; or, in other expression, Wheal Vor 100-in. cylinder engine, which 
performs a duty of about 100,000,000 on the expansive condensing principle, if it were 
constructed * short stroke, quiek speed, and high-pressure" (without condensation), 
should give a duty of about 230,000,000 ; but not to be closely exacting on the extra- 
ordinary merits now claimed for non lensing engines, say, 200,000,000. If this be 
true in one engine, it should also be true in similar ones; hence there is, it appears, 
wantonly wasted in Cornwall alone, according to the correct reading of ** A Cornish- 
man’s” remarks, a sum equal to 30,000/. per annum, allowing the quantity of coal 
cousamed at present to be the same as given (in Lean’s Historical Statement of the 
Steam-Engine) for 1835, Surely it is worth while for “ A Cornishman,”’ if he values 
real improvement, to demonstrate, or state plainly, through your Journal, under what 
conditions such a saving is effected by employing high-pressure non-condensing en- 
gines, and then to show its perfect and preferential applicability to pumping or mining 
porpoves. I await his proofs, arguments, and illustrations with much interest, and 
with an impartial disposition, forbearing for the present giving any analysis of my 
own on the subject. 

I do not intend discourtesy to ** A Cornishman” in doubting the truth of his signa- 
tuce, or in stating that his ** couple” of facts cannot received until he gives the

MINING DISTRICIS—WEST OF ST. AUSTELL GROUP. 
Sin,—There have been no mines of note to the west of the above-amed group until 
you reach the parallel of the lead district, a little to the cast and west of a line drawn 


from Falmouth to Newlyn and Perranzabuloe, from the north to the south channel, 
or sea. Within this space the great granite ridge, what may be called the “ back 
bone of the county,” sunk below the surface from St. Stephens and St. Enoder, until 
it again rose its head above the surface ; one spar, or branch, first appeared in Gwen- 
nap, when the other spar, or branch, of this granite iq ay its appearance above 
the surface in St. Agnes. This large basin, or trough, between the points described, 
constitutes a lead district, and few, com vely speaking, of the lead mines within 
this district as yet have been found or open. Even at Falmouth, at this time, 
you have the Swanpool, Trenance, and now a new mine on the Flushing side of Fal- 
mouth Harbour, put to work by the Cornish = of that neighbourhood. The 
next lead mine northward is the Great Wheal B addern ; Bosence, and other lead lodes, 
to the westof Bosvigo. At the new railway cutting of the West Cornwall new branch, 
there have been more than one promising lead lode discovered !ately. ‘Then, to thenorth 
of Truro about a mile, there is the newly-discovered rich lead mine of South Gurras, 
with a number of little new Garras’s springing into existence; the old Garras is cele- 
brated for its past richness. We next come to Kast and North Wheal Rose, the old 
Wheal Sheppard, a little to the west of East Wheal Rose, with half-a-bundred little 
Rose’s, only in their bud, some of which are destined to become in full flower on a 
future day. ‘This trough, or basin, isof great extent, and, from what has already been 
found, will justify a reasonable expectation that there is a store of lead in reserve for 
the present and future generations. From Chacewater west, on the south, or Gwen- 
nap spar of the great granite ridge, and at the eastern slope, or base, of Carnmarth 
Hill, we have had some of the greatest productive copper mines of Cornwall, Inthe 
latter part of the last century, avd in the beginning of the present, Gwennap stood 
exceedingly high for its great productiveness ; it became the great nursery for prac- 
tical mining, hence there were to be found more celebrated mine agents from this 
irish in the latter part of the last century, and the beginning of the present one, than 
Pmey say in any of the other parishes in Cornwall and Devon. 
1 will now endeavour to describe this district in a geological point of view, keeping 
in mind the great fact of the importance of the parallel lodes, which have proved of 
reat richness, but not on the continuation of richness on the same lode for any great 
ength.

We next have, to the north, the Great Consols Mine, on pa- 
rallel lodes, Then follow Wheal Maid, now forming a part of the St. Day United, 
then Poldice, Wheal Unity, Wheal Unity Wood, which are all on parallel lodes, and 
this continuation of parallel lodes extends to the sea; for instance, from Unity Wood 
come Wheal Chance, Treskerby to the west, and Wheal Busy to the east ; old North 
Downs and Hallenbeagle follow on other parallel lodes, Then comes a large piece of 
ground, comparatively untried—Wheal Helen, Wheal Basset, Wheal Music, Wheal

Eastward, and on the same lode, there is Wheal Squire, which forms a part of the 
great United Mines, Still to the east stand Whea Clifford (on one of the United 
Mines’ lodes), Andrew, and Nangiles. ‘To the east of this point, no profitable mines 
have been discovered. : 

The Great Consols Mine: at the eastern slope or declivity of the Carnmarth Hill, 
you have the Wheal Daimsels—one at present at work, and the Old Wheal Damsel, 
which was rich at the beginning of the present century. Then there is Wheal Spencer 
to the west. To the east, between the last-named mines and the Consols, stand the 
Carbarrack and the South Jewel Mines, which have produced great riches toa certain 
depth; they then became poor, by coming down on a great bed of fluor or candied- 
spar. This has been found in many parts on the eastern declivity or slope of the 
Carnmarth Hill, and from Wheal Damsel to Wheal Garland the fluor-spar bas been 
found at a comparativel i, little depth ; but as the mines extend eastwards, it has been 
found at a greater depth. For instance, this fluor-spar, I am told, was not found 
until they had reached the great depth of about 350 fms, in the Consols Mine ; if so, 
I will say that such a depth is quite enough for the useful purposes of man. 

The St. Day United Mines comprise the Old Wheal Jewel and Wheal Garland to 
the west, and near the slope of the Carnmarth Ilill they found the fluor-spar at a 
shallow level. At Wheal Unity, and the western part of Poldice, the fluor-spar was 
found at a greater depth than at the eastern part, but in the centre part of Wheal 
Unity and Poldice no fluor-spar of much amount bus se been reached. 

Now, supposing that the same line, or “= or declivity of this fluor-spar should 
continue as has been found in the Consols, they have yet 150 fms. to sink before they 
will reach this-point or depth. It is strange that, if you draw a line from Wheal 
Clifford, which is on the United Mines lode, and the most southern mine of the group, 
to Wheal Busy and Hallenbeagle, you do not find a mine that has proved profitable 
to the adventurers to the east of it.

GOLD-BEARING QUARTZ—BEST MACHINE FOR CRUSHING. 


Sin,—As a constant reader of your valuable Journal, I have been much interested 
in the question of the gold-bearing rocks of Californiaand Australia; and as I think 
the fact that the quartz lodes, or reefs as the colonists call them, carry their precious 
deposit downwards is now clearly established, the diffleult question arises—** Which 
is the best mode of extracting the glittering metal?” In California, various crush- 
ing machines have been employed, and mort of them have, after working a short 
period, I believe, broken down, to the disappointment of the expectant owners; and 
Cornish stamps are now erected in their stead. 

In Australia, some of Berdan’s machines were tried, but found too cumbrous, and 
the balls wore so rapidly, they were soon abandoned, and the old Chilian mill substi- 
tuted, the quartz being first stamped: but the account goes on to say—** The great 
difficulty is in the process of amalgamation, none of the machinery at present in use 
being at all adequate to this branch of the operation.”” No mention is made of the 
quartz being calcined, as is the practice in California, 

Now, Sir, as I am convinced this kind of mining will rise rapidly into importance, 
I feel 1 am expressing the wishes of all those interested in a successful result, and 
that the capital invested may not be wasted, when I cali upon Mr. J. H. Clement, 
Mr. Evan Hopkins, or some other of your a correspondents, for an ** opinion” 
as to the best method of extracting gold from quartz rock. I trust this opinion will 
be given candidly, and independent of the advocacy of an igneous or aqueous theory, 
or I, as a plain miner, will be distracted. For instance, Mr. E. Hopkins and Mr, St. 
Pierre Foley, in your Journal some weeks back—the one declaring the gold was all 
deposited on the surface of the quartz (and must have been all washed off), the otber 
that it holds down as far as the lodes penetrate.

GOLD IN GREAT BRITAIN—THE EXPERIMENTERS. 


Sr1r,— Your correspondent fearlessly wages war on the pretended renown of others, 
safely shielding himself under the signature of * Anonymous.” Although I agree 
with the general tenor of his letter, yet I think he has been rather too hasty in imply- 
ing fraud to Mr. Low; for it does not follow that, because the result of his assays on 
Cc ores are not correct, some one else may not have been tampering with him or 
the ores, for it is not difficult to tamper with or deceive ignorance. What is improperly 
termed Mr, Low’s process consists of several old methods, which had their origin in 
Germany many years ago, and which have been tried in numerous parts of the world, 
and known to every assayer ; but the process, or evena part of it, is far too expensive 
to be ever —— for the extraction of gold from quartz, unless upon small samples 
in the assay-office, where it is not of the slightest consequence whether 3d. worth of 
flux and 2d, worth of fuel is used to extract a farthing’s worth of gold. 

** Anonymous,” in concluding, allows that I have been most indefatigableas a teacher, 
and unsparing in my remarks; but he calls upon me either to begin to operate by 
some paying manufacturing process, or retire in favour of others. In answer, I can 
only state that it is not my intention to retire until the neglected quartz veins of Eng- 
land, Australia, California, and the Brazils, shall produce gold as plentifully as it 
has lately been produced from alluvial diggings ; but the barden of my undertaking 
is not lessened by the giant mass of quackery that is heaped upon this little-under- 
stood subject; and if the gold extractors, gold machinists, and showmen, had not 
resorted to such desperate measures to establish themselves, I should long ere this 
have placed the matter on a sound, honest, and paying footing.

dustry which these or ts of t ity have exerted to make themselves of 
note, it will indicate at least that slag may be converted to a useful account. 
I am led to these conclusions from reading an article in the 7imes paper on Mon- 
day last, stating, that because Messrs, Chance, of Birmingham, had been able to pro- 
dace an ornamental ware from melted trap, it was expected that Mr. Low would make 
his process remunerative, because he, perhaps, can run the slag, and mould it into 
ornamental pieces, Now, what on earth is the utility of thus dovetailing these two 
operations together to form an allegory?

TORQUES, 

Sin,—About 15 degrees west of north, and not 12 miles from the Cambrian and 
Celoga Gold Mines, wus found one of those celebrated articles of antiquity, on which 
the learned have thought fit to bestow the name of Torque. It is well described in 
Camden as a wreathed rod of gold, about 4 feet long, with three spiral furrows, and 
sharp intervening ridges running its whole length to the ends, which are plain, 
truncated, and turn back like pothooks. Whether this was purely Roman, or whe. 
ther it might not have been common to both nations, the writer will not dispute. 
I'he use was that of a baldric, to suspend gracefully the quiver of men of rank, which 
lung behind by means of the hook ; and the golden wreath crossed the breast, and 
passed over the shoulder. Virgil, in his beautiful description of the exercises of the 
Trojan youth, expresses the manner in these frequently misconstrued lines ;— 

Cornea bina prafixo hostilia ferro 

Pars lwves numero phuretras, it pectore summo 

Fiexilis obtorti per collum circulus auri, 

Fach brandishing aloft a cornel spear, 

Some on their backs their burnish’d quivers bore, 

Hanging from wreaths of gold, which shone before. 
The torch, or torques, worn by the Gauls and Britons, was a very different affair, 
being a collar of goid, or other metal, worn round the neck. Our heroine, Boadicea, 
had a great one ot that precious metal ; and Virdomarus wore round his neck another, 
fastened behind with hooks, which fell off when the conqueror cut off his head :- 
Ilii virgatis jaculanti ex agmine braccis 
Torques ab incisa decidit unca gula. 
Manlius acquired the additional name of Torquatus, from a torque which he won 
trom a Gaul whom he slew in single combat in sight of the army ; and Publius Cor- 
nelius, after his slaughter of the boii, took, among other spoils, not fewer than 4070 
golden torques. 
They were also in use among the Romans, who bestowed them as military rewards, 
and, as Pliny pretends, the golden on the auxiliaries, the silver onthe citizens. They 
probably were made in several ways. The writer has seen a beautiful one in the pos- 
session of the Rev. — Prescot, of Cambridge, composed of several links of silver wire, 
most elegantly twisted together. It was long enough to go twice round the neck, and 
had clasps which fastened it on. 

The custom of wearing the torque was continued from the more remote periods of 
Britain to later times. Llewelyn, a Lord of Yale, was called Llewelyn aur Dorchog 
—Llewelyn with the golden torque—on that account; and the common proverb says, 
Mi a dynna’r dorch a chwi—I will pluck the torque with you—signifying a hard 
struggle of a person before he would yield a victory.

IMPERIAL BRAZILIAN MINES. 


Sir, —Permit me to rectify an unfortunate error in Mr. Watson’s most interesting 
Review of the Progress of Mining in 1855, which appeared in your Journal of Dec. 29, 
Under the head of Foreign Mines, he says :—‘* The Imperial Brazilian Mining Com- 
pany have been compelled to make several calls during the year.” 

The error is, doubtless, unintentional on the part of Mr, Watson, but it is calculated 
to press with peculiar hardship, not to say injustice, upon an enterprise which has 
long struggled against adverse circumstances, ‘The present directors have used every 
effort to keep the expenditure as low as possible. ‘They restrict their calls upon the 
shareholders to what is barely sufficient, to come in aid of the seanty produce of the 
mines (got out of the old workings), to meet the current expenditure, and to defray 
the cost of new explorations, which are necessarily ‘dead work ”—that is to say, @ 
certain outlay, for which no immediate, or even partial, return ean be expected while 
in progress. A reference to the books and ts of the iation will show that 
only four calls were made during the last seven years, and those only of 10s. per share.

In the 
blast-furnace, the oxygen necessary is supplied by a current of atmospheric air, and 
the heat required in the process is developed in the furnace itself, by the reactions 
necessary tv produce the oxide of carbon, which forms the reducing agent. The blast- 
furnace is, therefore, far more energetic in its operations than any plan by cementa- 
tion can be ; and the addition of a flux to the ores treated, permits the elimination 
of the impurities present, which cannot be effected in tation, except in those 
cases in which the metal itself is volatilised, the latter process being applicable to 
those metals only, the oxides of which part with their oxygen and become fluid at a 
low temperature ; and thus for those ores of iron which retain their oxygen with 
strong affinity, the blast-furnace must always be considered as the only practicable 
method of reduction, and which will always maintain the position it now holds. The 
blast-furnace is subdivided into two classes—the low aud open Catalan hearth, and 
the high and enclosed blast-furnace in general use; in the former class the reduction 
is neccessarily imperfect, a portion only of the oxides being reduced ; but in the lat- 
ter the lower part is continually renewed after its successive reactions by the current 
of atmospheric air continually entering the furnace through the tuyeres, the oxides 
thus become thoroughly deoxidised, and by the carburising action are reduced to a 
fluid state, while the earthy matters pass off ia vitreous slags, separated by their dif- 
ferent specific gravities. Hydrogen exerts no influence as a deoxidising agent, and 
the nitrogen contained in this atmoephere of heated gases remains unchanged, and 
eonstant in quantity. The knowledge of the changes which take place in the blast- 
furnace, and approximately of the limits withia which those changes occur, bl 
us to determine with considerable accuracy the most suitable outline to be given in- 
ternaily to turnaces of this description. 

The internal form of these furnaces commonly adopted consists essentially of two 
frustrums of cones, meeting each other at their ton at the point where the widest 
part of the furnace, called the “* boshes,” is situated, and from this point it gradually 
contracts upwards towards its mouth, and downwards to the level of the tuyeres be- 
low. The hearth, properly speaking, is that part of the furnace only which receives 
the fluid metal and cinder as they fal! below the level of the tuyeres. The diameter 
of the furnace, in its widest part above the boshes, ought to bear a fixed relation to 
the diameter at the tuyeres, the total height, and the volume of blast to be introduced, 
and the height depends on the nature of the materials to be smelted. 

The dimensions of the mouth of the furnace ought to be sufficiently large to prevent 
the waste of fuel, which may be produced from the reverberatory effect of a narrow 
top; while they are sufficiently coriracted to prevent a too rapid disnersion of the 
heated gases, and the filling apertures which surrround the mouth oug’.. to be insuch 
positions relatively to the mass of materiuis as to produce au equable uistribution, by 
spreading them’ as they fall.

itssmelting power. The only necessary limit to the size of the hearth will be found 
in the power of the blast to penetrate equally the materials with which it is filled, 
from the tuyeres externally to thecentre. In furnaces blown with heated air, the re- 
action of the oxygen of the blast on the carbon is much more rapid than when cold 
air is employed, and the temperature of the lower part is greatly augmented, and the 
reducing gases are —— in greater volume at a lower level in the furnace. The 
height of hot-blast furnaces is, therefore, necessarily not so great as when cold air is 
used. Analyses of the gases of the furnaces show that only about one-third in volume 
of the oxide of carbon produced is utilised before its escape at the mouth. The pre- 
liminary calcination of the limestone as a flax would undoubtedly produce some eco- 
nomy in fael.

flux to produce a fluid cinder. Oxide of manganese, silica, sulphurets, and phos- 
phates, are decomposed at high temperatures, and pass more or less into the crude iron; 
but much of them are eliminated in the subsequent processes of refining and puddling. 

To enable the waste gases of the blast furnace to be collected without injury to the 
working of the furnace itself, andin such a state as will permit their combustion to be 
effected to the most advantage, the height of the furnace must be raised, in order that 
these gases may be withdrawn at a point where they have finished their work, yet 
sufficiently far below the mouth of the furnace for them to be obtained dry, and also 
beneath the point where they begin to enter into combustion from contact with the 
atmospheric air. The full width ought to be retained ia the mouth of the furnace, 
to prevent any combustion of the fuel, occasioned by excessive heat, caused by rever- 
beration, which is always destructive to the fuel when it occurs, and prejudicial to 
the working of the furnace, whether the gases are abstracted or not. The uecessary 
closing of the top, and the pressure required to be produced on the gases to conduct 
them into the channels prepared for their exit, muat be effected by the materials 


gases. When these conditions are fulfilled, the waste gases of the blast furnace may 
be rendered available as fuel for various purposes, without any injary to the working 
of the furnace. 
defective, and frequently very objectionable in their details. 

The crude iron trom which wrought-iron of the best quality is produced is that pos- 
sessing a medium degree of carburisation, or what is usually termed grey pig-iron ; 
white iron is more generally employed in the manufacture of wrought-iron, but, 
being the result of imperfect reaction in smelting, is always more impure than grey, 
or more highly carburised pig, obtained from the same materials. It isof the utmost 
importance that the cokes used in this process should be as free as possible from sul - 
pharet of iron, which they often contain largely. The greater part of the sulphuret 
present enters into combination with the metal, and does noc pass off in the slags. 
Phosphuret of iron, if present in the pig-iron, appears to be converted into phosphate, 
and enters into the slags. It i+ found largely in many refinery cinders which have 
been submitted to analysis. ‘The loss of iron in the refinery process is very large; it 
varies from 10 to 20 per cent. 

This portion’ of the paper then concludes with a description of the various fluxes, 
their character, and their inflacnees on the iron in the blast and puddling furnaces, 
The quality of malleable iron depends also much on the mechanical operations to 
which it is subjected in its facture, equally with the chemical processes by which 
it is elaborated. The nature of these mechanical operations determines not only the 
cleannexs#, soundness, and finish of the metal, but also those conditions of form by 
which its adaptability to the various requirements of the arts is effected. The prin- 
cipal mechanical agents in these operations are the hammer and the rolls; and it is 
only by a proper combination of these agents that all the requisite qualities in well- 
manufactured iron can be obtained. 

With reference to the evidences of progress made at home and abroad from speci- 
mens in the Paris Exhibition, Mr. Blackwell states that the iron-producing countries 
most largely represented were France, Belgium, Prussia, and Great britain respec- 
tively, and to a smaller extent Sweden and Austria.

The quality of 
the iron exhibited was not shown in any lusive or adv g manner, nor 
were there any specimens displayed proving the application of greater, or even equal, 
mechanical power in the working of iron in this country as compared with others. 

So far as quality in the iron exhibited was concerned, there can be no doubt that 
great superiority was manifested at Paris by other countries as compared with Great 
Britain; and vege ry ne A there was no attempt made to place prominently in view 
that point in this great industry in which we are at present unquestionably without 
rivals—viz., thecost of production. By an unaccountable omission, there were no 
prices affixed to any of the specimens of iron exhibited in the British department. 

In concluding the present subject (Mr. Blackwell says), the following reflections ap- 
pear to present themselves. Great Britain does not as the valuable resources of 
vegetable fuel, the use of which in some processes of the iron manufacture produces 
such valuable resuits in the quality of the metal so treated, and when its partial em- 
ployment can be combined with that of mineral fuel in those other processes in which 
the latter can be most advantageously applied, enables the best quality of this metal 
to be obtained ay with cheap production ; but Great Britain almost 
inexhaustible supplies of mineral fuel, and of iron ores (for the most part of good 
quality) in immediate contiguity to each other, and these advantages are less gene- 
rally possessed by other countries engaged in this industry. Perhaps the very abun- 
dance of the mineral resources which support the iron industry of Great Britain have 
contributed to produce somewhat extensiyely a slovenly system of manufacture, It 
is, at least, certain that in this country an inferior quality of iron, badly smelted, 
wastefally,converted, and carclessly manufactured, is often produced, when pe de

desirable, therefore, with reference to our future success in this department of in- 
dustry, to recognise clearly that we have no exclusive monopoly of the means of pro- 
duction, that the progress of material civilisation is facilitating the meansof transport, 
and removing the natural difficulties interposed to this manufacture in other coun- 
tries, while their industrial cnergies are receiving constantiy rapid development. It 
appears, therefore, highly important that we should prepare ourselves by every means 
for the industrial rivalry which awaits us, and the question arises, whether in this 
country we neglect any available means for this purpose! There can be no doubt 
that the industrial energies of forcign countries are directed generally by very accu- 
rate scientific knowledge, and in no department in a higher degree than in the ma- 
nufaeture of iron. It can — 7 diffusion of this scientific knowledge, more 
completely than has hitherto been case among our industrial population, and by 
its combination with the energy and practical knowledge which have hitherto directed 
them, that we can expect to maintain our present position as the chief manufacturing 
country in the world. 

In the discussion which ensued, Mr. WiittaM Binp said, however gratified he had 
been with the geographical portion of the paper, he could not help feeling that the 
author had been somewhat discursive on the manufacturing portion, and the differ-

carried yearly over our railways. It was, indeed, scarely possible to estimate how 
great was the benefit conferred upon the railway companies, and other interests, by 
the traffic in connection with the iron trade. He could not agree with the author, 
that foreign countries were treading close on our bec!ls; the manufacture of Prussia, 
for instance, being only 250,000 tons. Mr. Bird then showed by figures that Great 
Britain had made, and was still making, more rapid strides than apy other country 
in irom facture. He ulso objected to the stat t respecting the backwardness 
of this country in the Paris Exhibition, where a few square yards sufficed to repre- 
sent so many different descriptions of iron manufacture, 

Mr. Axverson, inspector of machinery, Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, felt greatly in- 
terested in the very valuable paper, but took a different view of the subject from Mr. 
Bird, who, with agreat majority of those interested in the iron trade, made quantity 
rather than quality the great consideration. bw! were actually eaaing Cee iroa 
than they did 50 yearsago. He complained that neither the ironmasters who made the 
iron, nor the engineers who used it, made any experiments, with few exceptions, to 
test the quality; while in America, and on the Continent, a regular system of prac- 
tical qualitative experiment prevailed. He feared the present tendency to in ity 
and cheapness would ultimately injure the iron trade of the kingdom. 

Mr. Kenvarp agreed in these principles generally, but could not follow them com. 
mercially. Men in trade must look to the means for protecting their interests, and 
developing their business: he quite agreed that it was highly desirable to improve 
the quality of our iron, but he thought Mr. Bird had shown that those countries were 
the most prosperous where the quantity and quality in the iron produced proved in 
the long run most useful. Purchasers never thoughtso much of quality as of cheapness, 

Mr. R. F. Davis eulogixed the author of the paper, but regretted the information 
had not extended to Tarkey in Europe, —— in Asia, Australia, and India, coun- 
tries possessing immense deposits of excellent iron ore, and who might one day be- 
come their rivals. 

Mr. Brackwetet replied by alluding to Mr. Bird’s criticism on the paper, who had 
been guided by his own narrow view of the question, asa commercial one only-—as an 
iron merchant, and not as an ir iter, The subjects discussed did not interest Mr. 
Bird, and he might be permitted to express the opinion that that gentleman was uct 
qualified to judge of the merits of the paper.

THE RATING OF MINES. 

A meeting of some of the chief landholders of the county, their stewards, and min- 
ing captains connected with them, was held last week at the Town Hall, Truro, for 
the purpose of consulting on the most desirable course to be adopted for removing 
the mode of rating property to the poor now existing, and with a view to an equitable 

djust in dispute between the miner and agriculturist. Every 





j tof the questi 
effort was made to give the assemblage the appearance of a meeting of miners, instead 
of lords. It may be observed that, previous to the year 1825, the dues reserved in 
mining leases were in kind, and the lord alone paid rates upon his dues; bat it was 


then ascertained that, by altering the mode of reserving dues to a money ery ony 
the rates might be avoided. From that period the custom of money dues been 
gradually obtaining, and is now almost universal, and nearly all the present leases 
are drawn upon that understanding. By the agriculturist and small holders subject 
to poor-rates it is considered a hardship that, whilst large sums are drawn annually 
from the produce of mines, they are not aow, subject to the impost, and it was, 
therefore, sought to re-udjust the rating, that it might bear equally on the mining 
interests. Illustrations of the injustice alleged at present to exist were drawn by the 
advocates of the rating of mines from the state of the rates in the parishes of Calstock, 
Gwennap, Redruth, Illogan, Camborne, Tregony, Cornelly, and Cuby, On the other 
hand, it was contended that m from the t risks and uncertain results, ought 
to be exempt from the operation of the Poor Laws, and that where successfully pur- 
sued they increased the demand for agricultural produce, and decreased pauperiem. 
Among others, showing the benefit the existence of mines already conferred on 
rates, the parish of St. Cleer was instanced, as representing the Liskeard dis- 
trict. The property assessed in that parish in the year ending Day, 1841, pre- 
vious to there being much mining there, was 4159/., the rates for the year 3s. in 1/., 
and their amount 623/, 178. 6d. After a lapse of fourteen years, ending Lady Day, 
1855, during which extensive mines had sprung up, one of them ( West,Caradon) bad 
paid in labour alone 220,000/., and the South Caradon probably more—the two em- 
ploying above 1000 men, women, and children, and'the property assessed on was 
5198., showing an increase of 1000/., which appears to have arisen from additional 
rates on house property, occasioned by the influx of miners, and the rates on a rail- 
way constructed by the mine proprietors, Notwithstanding the increased popula- 
tion of the parish in 1855, the amount of poor-rates was less thanin 1841. Hence the 
agricultural interests pay less rates now than formerly here, and, doubtless, receive 
greater benefits by the increased demand for farm produce; they ought not, conse. 

uently, to be relieved at the expense of the mines. Were St. Uleer to be rated, the 
p mn alone of two of its mines would amount to the present total parish rental on 
which rates are levied, so that the rating of dues would be quite sufficient of itself, 
without going any further. 

The sense of the mecting as awhole, however, was that if it was necessary that 
mines should be rated, it should be the dues of the lords, not the industry of the 
miners, In many existing setts there is a covenant on the part of the miner that he 
would exonerate the lord for the payment of all rates, taxes, and outgoings. It be- 
came, therefore, a matter for consideration whether the onus of the rates, if re-inforced 
by the Legislature, should fall upon the miners, or upon the lords, who, without any 
risks, had everything to gain, In the case of existing covenants, it was proposed to 
divide the rate, paying one portion from the dues, and the other from the adven- 
turers’ capital, but in any prospective leases the burden would, of course, be borne

A lengthened and interesting discussion arose, in which part was taken by Mr. R. 
Davey, Chairman, Redruth; Mr. Kendall, M.P.; Mr. Michacl Williams, M.P.; Mr. 
Kobartes, M.P.; and Messrs, Blee (Redruth), Stokes (Truro), Darke (Penzance), 
J.P. Magor (Redruth), T. 8. Bolitho (Penzance), E. A. Crouch (Liskeard), P. P. 
Smith (Truro), Downing (Redruth), Grylls (Redruth), W. Richards (Redruth), D. 
Boger, H. Prynn Andrew, I. Rogers, and Harris (Truro)—from which it appeared 
that Mr. Michael Williams, M.P., and Mr. Robarts were directly at variance upon 
the impressions they received at several interviews respecting the intentions of the 
Government on the subject, who, Mr. Robartes stated, were not inclined to move. 

Resolutions were ultimately passed affirming that, from the anomalies at pre. 
sent existing as to the rating of mines or ducs in the county of Cornwall, it is expe- 
dient the subject should be legislated on, and that it was desirable such legislation should 
originate with private members interested in the point, rather than be left to be dealt 
with by the Goverament ; also that the value of the dues, whether rendered in money 
or in kind, sball be the basis of the amount of rating. 

An attempt was made to passa resolution, which stated that the occupier of the 
mine should, in the first instance, be rated on the above basis; but in all existing 
leases under which rates have been heretofore paid, and in all setts granted after the 
passing of the Act, the occupier shal! be at liberty to deduct the amount of rates out 
of the dues, provided there be no covenant or agreement to the contrary ; but that io 
all setts now existing under which no rates have been heretofore paid, the rates shail 
be paid one-half by the lord, and one-half by the oceupier, notwithstanding any cove- 
nant or agreement to the contrary. But an amendment was carried, to the effect 
that the mode in which the second resolution should be carried out be left to the mem - 
bers and the committee to benamed. The ittee then i d and agreed upow 
consisted of Messrs. RK. Davey, M. Williams, D. Boger, J. Allen, H. P. Andrew, T. 
Morris, E. C. Marriott, and J. Morcom, 

Though some of the lords of the county gave in their adhesion to the justice of 
rating the lords for their dues, no agreement was come to on one of the most vital points 
of deliberation, as to who is to be rated. At present nearly all the mines of the 
county pay no rates whatever on their dues. 

The most difficult part of the question has yet to be canvassed, since the point whe- 
ther the lord or occupier shall pay is strongly contested ; and upon this will depeud 
the justice or injustice of any legislative measure which it may be deemed advisable 
to adopt, if the lord should shift the responsibility from himself to the adventurers, 
That the agriculturists and householders should alone be expected to bear the r~ 
rates of the county would be unreasonable ; whilst it would be equally objectionable so 
to rate higbly productive mines, which perhaps, occupy but a small portion of the dis~ 
trict in which they are situate, on the entire dues yielded, when under such circum 
stances they would be likely to yield the entire amount reqnired. ‘he only escape 
from the diffieuity seems to be that if re rate at all is imposed, the lords who slune 
reap benefit of dues without an atom of risk, and are wel! paid for auy land damages, 
should bear it, It is best guieta non movere.

Stz,—In the last House of Commons it was my good fortune to oblain a commitire 
op the Limited Liability of Partnership, &c.* The report of the committes was, in 
the last session of the present Parliament, followed up by an Act legalising partner - 
ships of limited liability, ander certain regulations. 

Persons can now combine capitaPin shares in undertakings expected to pay profits, 
without being liable beyond the amount of their shares. Formerly they were liable 
to their last shilling and their last acre. . 

I am naturally anxious this new law should work well, and especially that it « hou!d 
aid the comfort and enjoyment of the working classes. { ; 

With this object , these suggestions are submitted for consideration. The new !avt 
is applicable to almost every undertaking to be carried out by combined capital. 
Doubtless, without due caution, many shareholders may be deceived to their lous bv 
over sanguine or fraudulent schemes; and, asa general rule, it may aid them to re- 
member, ‘That where the profits promised are very high the security of the share 
capital is proportionally low.” 1 do not, however, propose to say anything on en- 
terprises resting entirely on the ordinary law of profits. There are others which 
may be carried out by shares, yielding low or only very moderate returns, yet in 
which other indirect etits derived may be a part of the inducement to joia and 
aid the undertaking :— ° . . 

1. Stores er warehouses for the sale, by retail, of various articles of provisions, of 
good quality and just weight, at reasonabie prices, for ready money, oe the 
truck system may be prevented, andcontentment given to workmen, who may them- 
selves be shareholdes + . 

2, Companies for loca! improvements of a public nature—as roads, or bridges pay- 
ing tolls, mechanics’ institutes, reading-rooms, baths and » improved 
dwellings for single or married workmen, and others of a like nature, where some 
payment is made. : : ‘ey ; 

3. (To which Learnestly call attention). Companies to establish, in the convenient 
vicinity of large towns, public walks, gardens, and places of regulated recreation for 
the middle and working classes. These would include buildings necessury for such 
purposes in our changefu! climate. Rules would be laid aown to enforce order, and 
a small payment made for admittance. i bs 

It would be improper to enter here into details ; such might vary in different places, 
and will easily be conceived by those who are earnest in such works. To such public 
walks, places for exercise in athletic games or sports might be annexed. Tea gar- 
dens and refreshments would be provided at moderate prices. Many other sugger- 
tions might be made for the rational entertainment and comfort of humbie visitors, 
Various objects of attraction might be added, which is unnecessary here to enumerate. 

The sites of such public walks and gardens should be within easy reach of the people. 
Sometimes railway or river might assist them. It will be most important that every 
reasonable facility and inducement should be given for the wives and families of 
visitors to accompany their husbands and fathers. Among all, but especially the 
middle and working classes, women are the great civilisers. : 

Such public walks and gardens¢ would give health and exercise, and draw many 
thousands from low haunts and intemperate habits: reasonable attention to dress 
would be excited ; and this is a useful step towards improvement, 

Several sueh public walks, &e., are greatly wanted in the vicinity of London, and 
of every large and populous city, uv 

Smal chonee of oes capital would carry out these objects, as they have built 
and support the club palaces in Pall-mall for the richer classes. The deed of partner- 
ship should provide that the lands purchased should be permanently devoted to the 
beneficial object contemplated. If properly managed, such companies would py a 
moderate profit, and many of all ranks would be willing to contribute to them. When 
well regulated, it seems probable they would often be visited by benevolent persons,

We may hope that some sueh plans, under the sanction of good names, will be suse 
ceasfully beet forward in the coming year.

In presenting the above statement, the directors have pleasure in being able to add 
that the accounts of the hulf-year just ended, so far as they have come to hand, full7 
warrant the expectation that when compicte they will oxbibit as favourable results 
as those of the corresponding halfof 1854.

The CuasuMan, in moving the adoption of the report, observed that it entered so 
fully into detail that much comment from him was unnecessary, but it migh!. not vs 
altogether superfiuous to remind the proprictors that the profits of the last half-year 
had been the largest of any corresponding period since 1848. It was also gratifying 
to know that the increase was not accidental, but was the result of a regular and 
continued improvement.

It 
was not surprising, then, that in the attempt to carry on banking operations it 
countries so circumstanced they should have incurred heavy losses; but, notwitt- 
stunding the difficulties to which they had been ae ey they had succeeded now, at 
the close of their charter, in paying off pretty well the whole of their losses. They 
had at least 90 per cent. of their capital clear, were in possession of a ess 
which produced a revenue of 8 per cent. upon the whole of their om. and every 
prospect of a further increase. Under these circumstances, they might fairly antici- 
pate that their new career, under the Act of Parliament, would commence under fa- 
vourable anspices, and that the future prospects of the company were anything but 
unsatisfactory. (Hear, hear.) Ie then moved the adoption of the report, whieh was 
unanimously agreed to. 

Another resolution, confirming the dividend of 2/. 10s. per cent » for the half-year 
ending June 30, clear of income tax, and payable on andafter the 15th inst., was also 
passed.

To ascertain this, I recommend your calling on the captain for an estimate of 
what it will cost to drive the 25 east 100 fms., and west 80 fms., carrying it of sufficient 
width and height to work tram wagons and air machinery, and the time required tocom- 
plete it; also to rise and sink air holes communicating to surface on one or both of these 
levels if required, for which, I venture to tell him, 1002. will not be required for either. 
As this lode does not present sufficient ore to pay for removing, these levels.may be driven 
remarkably cheap by its side, cutting into it occasionally until found productive, when 
the leve) might be again driven on the lode. I have before noticed that the stratum to 
the eye is everything that could be wished for, and I have no doubt but you will find 
Capt. Methereli’s estimate a very moderate one; this estimate should be accompanied 
with another, including the monthly costs of the engine, timber, iron, agency, and all 
other incidental expenses, when you would have placed before you information showing 
you about the sum required to lay this mine open 25 fms. deep and near 200 in length, 
this estimate you could hold incheck monthly. I might remark that the estimate should 
show about the cost of every 10 fms. as they advance. I know questions are to be raised 
as to variations in the ground ; to this my reply is, I have seen the character of the ground 
in the adit in the 25, also in the cross-ent, and J undertake to say the difference in the 
ground is but trifling. The next point open to be raised against my plan is a very mate- 
rial one—that is, 25 fms, deep is not sufficient to find copper: my answer to this is, if 
the lode prod aces copper to value at any point below this level it will here show sufficient 
indications at certain points to warrant your sinking deeper, Ulterior proceedings may 
bea subject for consideration.

Remarxs.—Since the commencement of the year a very satisfactory 
amount of business has been transacted in metals, and considering the 


slackness of trade that generally prevails in most commercial affairs about 
this period, it may certainly be considered a good omen, especially as the 
aspect of things in our market appears favourable to a continuance of the 
present demand. Without any particular alteration to notice in prices 
current, we beg reference to the following remarks :-— 

Correr.—The demand for rolling and manufactured kinds continues 
steady, at former prices. A large quantity has been shipped lately to 
France, about 600 to 700 tons, iodidlins English and foreign qualities; 
the 300 tons of Chili recently arrived in Liverpool has been bought for 
France, at 112/. 15s. perton. There are yet one or two lots in Liverpool, 
one lot at about the same price, the other parcel, containing silver, to be 
taken on a proportionate allowance being made, whatever may be the re- 
sult of the assay. There are also 50 tons here held for 1137. per ton. The 
ores sampled on December 19, 1855, and sold at Swansea on the 8th inst., 
amounted to 2723 tons; the quantity announced to be brought forward 
for sale on the 29th inst. is 1001 tons. 

Inon.—In English bars several good contracts have been passed for 
early deliveries. Some makers are rather disposed to advance the present 
price 2s, 6d. per ton, but as there does not appear any general movement 
by the ironmasters to effect such a step, it will be merely favourite brands 
that command higher prices, when the ordinary price is quoted at 9/, per 
ton. Staffordshire bars have been offered at reduced prices, principally by 
makers who are anxious to get their iron in circulation in our market, but 
heing without brand does not meet with a ready sale, merchants having 
been sv shamefully misled by these inferior qualities. Corrugated sheets 
have been in fair demand for the Ceylon market. Scotch pigs have slightly 
fluctuated in price during the weck ; at one time mixed numbers receded 
to 74a., but a slight improvement was observed in the demand yesterday, 
and 74s. 3d. to 74s. 6d. was paid. To-day, on ’Change, our advices from 
Glasgow showed a further upward tendency, and mixed numbers were 
quoted at 74s. 6d. to 75s., cash. 

Leav,—Prices have rather stiffened. For this article a few parcels have 
becn taken, in anticipation of an improved enquiry from America. 

Srecter.—In Silesian, the market has beendull. At 23/. 12s, 6d. one 
or two parcels have been bought, and a few small lots at 23/. 15s., where 
warrants have had to be broken, and weighing chargesincurred. English 
spelter has been found not to suit the Madras market ; and, according to 
accounts received from there, it is not likely any further quantity will be 
ordered. A good deal was shipped in the course of last year; the price 
being about 5/. per ton below Silesian, led merchants to make a trial of 
its quality; it is much too brittle and drossy. ‘The present price, f.o.b. 
here, is 19/. per ton. The composition of this metal is chiefly the refuse 
from galvanised iron. 

Trx.—English is quiet, but firm. In Banca, considerable fluctuations 
have taken place; holders quoted 134/., but finding buyers would not 
operate, gave way even as low as 130/.; the market is a shade better, and 
may be quoted at 131/. (nominal), large holders not being sellers at that 
price. Straits has also given way to 129/. per ton.

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The ill-conditioned Peripatetic blames the way, cries out, ore rotundo, 
against its indurations and asperities, despairs at its tortuous windings, 
| and halts, limps, and founders, execrating those impedimenta which, if not 
| created by his folly, are permitted to exist through his inertitude. The 
unsindaled foot which treads a rude and arid path owes, in nine vases out 
of ten, its kibe and blistering less to the vulnerating character of the track 
than to the incapacity for common adaptation, recklessness, or total im- 
providence, of its owner. A little ordinary care would keep the sufferer’s 
heel and toe from the flint, and his foot from the mud; but, strange per- 
versity, he neglects every precaution, and, irritated by severe but natural 
results, doggedly trusts to the chapter of chances for reaching a destina- 
tion, and thus ill-using himself abuses the way. 

The course pursued by those who, according to the genoral tenour of 
speculating, cast their fortunes on the chances of Minine has been as re- 
prehensible as that of the wayfarer, whose fatuity we have attempted to 
describe. Yes, forsooth, because gossan, flookan, prian, and all the stratal 
superficies, did not rush straightway into copper, and pot-granite turn to 
gold dust, the whole world of mining enterprise was denominated a “ ma- 
terial hoax,” a delusion, anda snare. Those investors of capital assailed 
without mercy the principles of all who engaged in this species of repro- 
duction. Smarting under the consequences of irrational ‘‘ adventure,” 
suffering from ill-connected, ill-digested plans, from rabid and illegitimate 
speculation in mining —a course of proceeding which would have inevitably 
led to as disastrous losses in any branch of the commerce of this or any 
other country—the dupes and fools of our Rialto impugned even the very 
existence of the mineral resources of the most noted districts, railed at 
established success as a decuy and deception, and wagged a vituperative 
tongue against the honour and good faith of every man who, however 
honestly engaged in furthering a valuable project, dared to ask the public 
for aid—aid, too, which would probably have insured to it a return in the 
hundredth- fold. 

Like the hag in the fable, the disappointed sought the destruction of 
all—the perversion of the whole existing order of things, for the reason that 
| their curish fantasies had ceased to exist—because they had found a blank 
where they wished to secure a prize. 

It is positively humiliating to think that one of the most ancient, one 
of the most successful, and one of the most intrinsic elements of produc- 
| tive labour of which England can boast, and one upon which its most emi- 
| nent intelligence and its best industrial energy have been expended, should 
| be subject to the panic-stroke at the hand of a speculative body in society, 
| from whose contemptible thimble-rig system of enterprise sarcasm is turned 
| by a charitable commiseration for their ill fortune, which, however, and 
| to all intents and purposes, their own especial fault, is, nevertheless, gone- 
| rally severe, and in some instances deplorable. ‘The most remarkable fea- 
| ture of the case was that, wherever the subject of mining was introduced, 
| one had to encounter sobs, sighs, shrugs, oblique looks revolving each 
| pupil gatety towards the zenith, clasping of hands in meek resignation 
| to real or imaginary loss, and murmured ejaculations on the atrocities of 
| silver-lead associations, copper companies, and the Cost-book System, 
| **Oh, Mr. So-and-so lost at least 500/. in such-and-such an adventure; 
and so strong a proof of the worthlessness of mining speculation cannot, 
must not, be overlooked. Such a loss inflicted on a man of small means, 
and a large family, is appalling; therefore,” &c. Such were generally 
the weighty reasons advanced for the supression of every association for 
exploiting minerals; and sage men, scared from their sobriety by the 
phantoms of worthless bals, roguish captains, intriguing committees, and 
dishonest surveyors, buttoned up their pockets against alt applications from 
the gnomic regions of Cornwall and Devon, to open them to the tinselled 
seductions of Californian quartz and Australian nuggets, and defended this 
morbid liberality upon the grounds that those companies, involving such 
precious possessions, were under first-rate direction, and the fostering sur- 
veilance of the Stock Exchange. How many of those schemes, now dis- 
sipated into thin air, have we heard vaunted? How many garish pro- 
spectuses have been fluttered in our faces, with somewhat of the exordium, 
* Oh, look at this for a direction! Here we have two living Members of 
| Parliament, a real general in our army, an American capitalist, two alder- 
| men’s brothers, and an indigo merchant in the City, with a secre who 
| 








writes French and wears moustaches. Look at that for a hoard! Eh?’ 

| But, nevertheless, all this proved but a very deceptive basis for the con- 
| fidence of the moneyed classes. They had gradually come within the 
sphere of deception, and were thoroughly fascinated. They had heard of 

| the promised land, yet there was no Pishga which they could ascend to 
examine it afar off. All was conjectural, but the argument was applied 
that commerce would not be commerce without a risk; that, as certain 
men found nuggets of fabulous magnitude, it followed that, however they 
had been dibbled into the soil, there still remained, to a certainty, others 
for other men who could muster moral courage to dig and delve for them. 
The bait took, and there were those who, in the anticipation of a golden 
age, when, maphap, even old Father Thames, like another Pactolus, would 
roll his golden sands (we should have said slime), actually conceived the 
most soversign contempt for the stable comforts with which the ancient 
| calling and industry of themselves and their fathers had surrounded them. 








Contentment gave way to all the errantry of gold finding, laudable am- 
bition was superseded by rapacity, and people pooh-poohing the slow-coach 
productiveness of British mining, legitimate home enterprise sunk, ne- 
glected and contomned, while foreign adventure, v flickering, and 
uncertain, the ignis fatuus of the hour, led hundreds the ‘warlock dance,” 
and irretrievab! y engulphed them in the dark and dismal ey verty 
and social wretchedness. This is no exaggerated sketch of the effects of 
the gold mania, and we recur to it now in order to nudge the public elbow, 
atid point attention to the brilliant contrast which Ba -association in our 
own country at this moment affords to the once vaunted companionship 
for auriferous enterprise in California and Australia. Many of those, we 
allow, are good, but sterling proofs and statistical facts have convinced us 
that our own are better. 

Now, we would ask any man of common sense who may peruse the fol- 
lowing statistics of the produce of our mineral divisions, for even the past 
12 months, whether he would aot be more at ease as to the result of in- 
vestment in home than in foreign enterprise? In a word, whether there 
exists not more security in Cornish copper than in Australian gold? We 
need not pause for a reply to such a question, and now to our returns. 

The steady and coablal testense of produce from mineral labour for the 
last few years, a progress against a strong and adverse current of monetary 
circumstances and public misconception, is a striking incident in the his- 
tory of this country. It proves two important facts—that our districts are 
highlyand richly mineralised; and, secondly, that the energy of our mining 
population is superior to those incubi to which similar communities in other 
countries have succumbed, ‘sinking from troubled rest to all but death.” 

In the years 1851 and 1852 British mining had to contend single- handed 
against the combined action of Californian and Australian gold produce ; 
and, although the largest and most sudden demand ever yet made on tho 
credulity and pockets of the public placed foreign mining speculation in 
the ascendant, thus draining from the material source the sustenance of 
the legitimate offspring, the inherent worth of our copper, lead, and tin 
regions yielded to the miner’s labour copper ores, from the sale of which 
clear dividends for both years nant to shareholders, amounting to 
477,753/. 163. It is true a rise in the price of metals favoured enterprise 
on the one hand, but it must also be remembered that the diversion of 
capital from the usual channels weakened it on the other. To the year 
1853 belongs the revord of a vastly increased value of mineral property. 
The dividends, on British mines only, reached the sum of 330,765/, 18s. 6d. ; 
on Irish mines, 22,676/. 13s. 4d.; Scotch, 1214/.; and Welsh Mines, 
29,415/.— making a total of 384,623/. 11s, 10d. paid in dividends; and 
those returns, be it noted, were made at a time when over 3,000,0007, 
sterling were being expended in foreign gold speculations, the gilded moon- 
shine of the hour, Had but one-half of this sum been disbursed in the 
furtherance of legitimate mining at home, it is difficult to estimate the 
immense good it would have effected for the mining community, and the 
large and continuous interest which would have been insured to the in- 
vesting capitalist. 

The aggregate tot-up of dividends paid in British, Irish, Scotch, Welsh, 
and Manx mines for the years 1854-55 was 740,392. 13s, 4d., or there- 
about ; and taking into consideration that the statistics for 1855 are not 
yet completed, and that although war time insures to the producer ad- 
vanced prices, it invariably restricts the issue of monetary aid, to which 
he is obliged every now and then to have recourse: the returns place 
the mining interest in a very high position, and one which, owing to the 
present improved system of organising public associations for mineral 
purposes, and for transacting all business connected therewith, thus se~ 
curing a monicd confidence ; it is but natural to expect will be material] 
improved during the next 12 months: however, the anticipation is ratiousl, 
anc cannot well fail to be realised. 

Were it necessary at the present moment to institute a comparison he- 
tween this branch of our national industry and almost every other which 
can be named, proofs could be easily advanced of its immeasurable supo - 
riority. Surrounded by monetary difficulties, opposed by prejudices, 
warped by conventional errors, it has, nevertheless, given evidenvo of a 
vitality from which, if properly fostered, will spring forth ramifications 
ot commerce worthy of the energy and intelligence of this country, and 
when it is seen that the gross value of metals raised in Great Britain in 
1854 amounted to 3,485,138/., and that the returns of the past year will 
exceed that sum, it is expected, considerably; and further, that during 
the last 11 years British mines alone paid in dividends from their profits 
2,832,1572., the most sceptical must cease to doubt mining as a sound and 
safe medium for the outlay of capital; and men will commence to ack 
themselves why, infatuated they squandered thousands tu the detriment 
of this sterling source of affluence on the glittering bubble of foreign spe- 
culations. Thoy have neglected, evidently, the substance fur the shadow , 
but we know but little of human nature if, now that their eyes are opened, 
7 > not promptly set about redeeming the golden opportunities they 

ave lost. 

The progress of productive mining continues to be favourably marked 
in the various districts of Cornwall and Devon. Many new uudertakings 
are being steadily and successfully carried on, and the best practical ex- 
perience points to a brilliant consummation of those workings. Opera- 
tions in Wales are in a gradual but promising state of transition. In Ire- 
land there is progressive exploration and improvement. The same remark 
applies to Scotland; but, we may add, that here the attention of many influ- 
ential parties is wisely tending towards the mineral development of several 
lovalities, ‘The Manxmen are lending a hand to the great lever, and in the 
English counties, where mining, for the most part, is prosecuted through 
private capital, success generally crowns the efforts in “‘ adventure.” 

The iron trade, which constitutes, with coal, so mighty an element of 
our prosperity, is in a flourishing condition, and one indicative of still fur- 
ther improvement. ‘The demand for those products runs close upon, and 
in some instances far exceeds, the supply. Prices are, consequently, 
buoyant and remunerative; and in the South Staffordshire district it is 
officially reported that most strenuous efforts are being made to clear some 
of the most valuable mines from their accumulation of water, which has pre- 
vented, for some time, their efficient working, in order to meet the require- 
ments of the market. ‘The late failure of Messrs. PALMER and Greene, 
Lichfield Bank, it was apprehended, would have caused the stoppage of 
the Pelsall Colliery works, thus throwing a great number of people out 
of employ, and decreasing a very valuable supply ; but this has been ob- 
viated, and, by order of the Commissioner of Bankruptcy, the mines are 
now being worked under inspection. 

A more salutary decision could not have been come to. It is at all 
times dangerous, and therefore unwise, to disturb productive and manu- 
facturing labour; and it would have been, in this neighbourhood, so thickly 
populated and at this season, particularly hazardous andinjurious. The dis- 
cretionary power of the law has been, therefore, in this instance providently 
and wisely administered. The application of labour to colliery working, 
although disturbed from time to time, through disagreements between 
masters and miners, thus fearfully hurtful to both, has succeeded in sus- 
taining a fair supply but the want of shipping, the Government having 
drafted much of the steam medium, has resulted in a considerable decrease 
of tonnage to several ports, and restricted the export trade from taking a 
greater advantage of circumstances. According to the Statistics of the 
Coal Trade of London, just published by Mr. J. R. Scorr, the decrease of 
tonnage on the importation af coal into the metropolis in 1855, as compared 
with that of 1854, shows, on the total, no less an item than 198,817 tons. 
In a maritime country like England, this is rather a depreciating anomaly. 
However, a general view of the existing state of mining in the United 
Kingdom satisties us as to its advancing prosperity. ere supplies in 
any sphere of reproduction, but particularly in this, are available, through 
the application of science and industry, and such creative powers are fos- 
tered and protected in their action; while, as in the metal market at this 
moment, prices are sufficiently and steadily remunerative, there need be 
no apprehension of want of energetic enterprise, and no casualty can pos~ 
sibly occur to the mining interest on this point. The prospect of a pros- 
perous future lies before us, vast, yet proximate; the entrance to it pru- 
prudent organisation, the guide our experience of the past. 

Difficult as it has hitherto been to attract the estimation of the public 
towards mining, he must have but a mean opinion of its powers of discri- 
mination who denies to it the moral greatness of repenting of its errors. 
Now that “its wild oats are sown,” and that it has smarted from the in- 
fliction of losses which it richly deserved, seeing they were the natural re- 
sults of its own wilfulness and perverseness, it will doubtless retrace its 
steps, and when approaching what it should never have abandoned, the 
most ancient national and legitimate basis of inveatment, British mining, 
it will find safety ensured to it by a responsible body, as a directing me- 
dium, on the market, and science through system organising, as is the fact 
at this moment, the energies of the most industrious and peaceable com- 
munity in England on its behalf; if it then hesitate, it will have lost the 
prescicat spirit and prudence which render our people bappy ia England’s 
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commercial dominance. Some there will always be adverse to mining, 
who will bite the file and hiss at tempered worth: but peace'to them— 
damnant quod non intelligunt, 








The doings of railway officials, however extraordinary they may be, 
have long since ceased to excite astonishment, or any other feeling than 
that of distrust in their official statements, if we except the disappoint- 
monts of anticipated profits, so keenly felt by the unfortunate shareholders. 
The antecedents of these public bodies are such as to lead us to regard 
their transactions with suspicion, and to withhold an implicit credence to 
the truth of their balance-sheets, however plausible in form or replete in 
detail. A reference to a Railway Rating case, which was tried at the 
Quarter Sessions, held at Cardiff last week, shows that “cooking accounts” 
are not yet quite obsolete in the provinces. In order to arrive at the 
value which a railway is rateable for the relief of the poor, it is necessary, 
among other things, to ascertain the cost or value of the rolling ae 
To enable parishes to obtain the requisite information, it is provided by 
the 8th Vic., cap. 20, s. 107, that “the company shall overy year cause 
an aynal account, in abstract, to be — showing the total receipts 
and expenditure of all funds levied by virtue of this or the special Act 
for the year ending Dec. 31, or some other convenient day in each year, 
under the several distinct heads of receipt and expenditure, with a state- 
ment of the balance of such account, &c., and shall, if required, transmit 
a copy of the said account, free of charge, to the oversvers of the poor of 
tho several parishes through which the railway shall pass.” ‘The obvious 
intention of the Legislature, by inserting this clause, was to give parishes 
the necessary favilities for making a rate; and the balance-sheets fur- 
nished to the parishes, in compliance with the law, are those published for 
the information of the shareholders, which are meant to be taken as cor- 
rect statements of the company’s affairs, 

The parish in question obtained these half-yearly balance-sheets from 
the VaLe or Neata Raitway Company, and founded the calculations, as 
to the rateable value of the railway, on these official documents, in which 
the average value of the rolling stock during the year is stated to be 
69,2337. With the object of reducing the rateable value, the secretary 
stated in his evidence that the value of the stock working on the railway 
in the last half-year, included in these accounts, was 100,000/., or upwards 
of 30,0007, more than was stated in the balance-sheets, and that in the 
permanent way there was an excess of 8000/. over and above the sum 
which was given as its cost in the printed balance-sheets. ‘ The witness 
accounted for these discrepancies,” it is said, ‘‘ by stating that a portion 
of the stock had not been paid for, and that the printed balance-sheets 
merely stated the amount of payments.’ So that, in two items only, here 
is the enormous discrepancy of 38,000/. between the actual and the pro- 
fessed cost of the railway, and that, too, in a short line of only 28 or 29 
miles in length, 

For aught we know to the contrary, this mode of making up the ba- 
lance-sheets may not be peculiar to the Vale of Neath Railway, or dissa- 
tisfactory to its shareholders; but it strikes us that the system is a bad 
one, and looks very like a gross misrepresentation of the actual state of the 
company’s affairs. With such facts staring us in the face, we know not 
to what\extent such liabilities may exceed the actual payments, or whether 
one-half of the railway and stock now in use has been paid for, nor can 
we form even an approximate notion of what it has really cost, 

To persons desirous to invest their money in a railway, it is of great 
importance that these balance-sheets should truly represent its actual con- 
dition ; and it is evident that this is not represented as it ought to be, 
when only a part of the expenditure incurred, whether paid or not, is 
shown as the cost of the railway. ‘To such parties, and to the public 
generally, these balance-sheets are ‘a delusion and a snare ;”’ and whether 
the system be only partially or universally pursued, it is high time that it 
should be abolished. Should the exposé made by the secretary of the Vaie 
of Neath Railway lead to so desirable a result, he will have the credit, un- 
wittingly and unintentionally it may be, of attracting public attention to 
the subject, and thus effecting a reform where it is much needed. 

But there is another important subject involved in the case tried at Car- 
diff, which imperatively calls for some public notice of it, otherwise a 
new principle will be introduced into the mode of rating railways, which 
will militate most seriously against the interests of parishes, and greatly 
increase the difficulties of ascertaining correctly and fairly the rateable 
value of railways. As the law and practice now exists, these enquiries are 
sufficiently intricate and expensive; and should the decision come to by 
the Chairman of the Glamorgan Quarter Sessions be generally adopted as a 
rule in these cases, not only would these difficulties Se largely augmented, 
but in small and poor parishes it would, in effect, be an absclute denial of 
justice, All the writers on this subject are unanimous, either directly or 

y inference, that the printed balance-sheets of the company are the pro- 
per and legal data upon which the calculations of the rate ought to be 
based, and that such was the intention of the Legislature in enacting the 
law already quoted there cannot be a reasonable doubt. Yet, in one item 
of expenditure, which has an important bearing upon the result, the Court 
ignores the ar official document, and on the unsupported evidence 
of the secretary adds about one-third to the value of the rolling stock. If 
this be done in one item, it may be done in all, and the reasonable and 
wholesome provisions of the law rendered completely nugatory. 

With every disposition to treat the decisions of our vourts of justice 
with deference and respect, we cannot refrain from an honest expression 
of our dissent from a decision which we conceive to be without precedent, 
and which in effect, whilst it strengtheris the powerful, renders the weak 
still more feeble. 

On looking over this case, we cannot understand upon what principle the 
costs are thrown upon the respondents. The circumstances, apart from 
legal technicalities, appear to be these :—The railway was rated at 1717. ; 
it was then assessed by the overseers at 700/.: the railway appeals against 
this assessment, and says that 171/. was its full rateable value ; on this 
issue is joined, and the Court fixes the rate at 393/. Although the Court 

sses a discretionary power in these matters, the excercise of which we 

no means call in question, we cannot see the reason why the parish 

should be saddled with the whole costs, when the decision was in its favour. 

This may, or may not, be according to precedents in these cases; yet we 

confess our inability to appreciate the principle or practice, the tendency 
of which is sufficiently obvious. 





The Cotoone Minto Company have recently held two meetings, for the 

urpose of taking into consideration an alteration in the statutes, and the 

t means of raising additional capital. The proceedings, upon both oc- 
casions, were most ably conducted by Colonel Cunris, C.B., who has 
always evinced the greatest zeal for the success of the undertaking. The 
first subject introduced was the amendment of the statutes, and a number 
of the shareholders had retained Mr. VALLANce on their behalf, the prin- 
cipal object being to limit the liability, From the high professional ability 
of Mr. Vauiance, and the experience he has had in such matters, the 
view he took of the position of the company appeared rather extraordinary, 
and calculated to mislead the shareholders as to their real position. 

The company was formed as a societe en commandite, which, it is scarcely 
necessary for us to observe, limits the liability; but, although such was 
the case, it was most clearly shown that they had no power to act under 
that constitution, consequently it was absolutely necessary that they should 
place themselves under the mineral laws of Prussia. 

The mines of the Cologne Company are in Prussia, and must be worked 
under.an Act passed in May, 1851, which clearly defines the responsibilit 
of sharcholders, and far preferable, in many instances, to our Cost-book 
System. The responsibility for credit rests upon the representive at the 
mines, and even then is very limited, asin the event of a majority of share- 
holders forbidding any goods being ordered on credit, the resolution being 
sent to the proper Government officer, the merchant, if he risks his goods, 
cannot recover from any party. 

Mr. VALLANCE was anxious that the statutes should be revised by an 
English barrister, but it would be altogether futile to pursue such a course, 
unless they can over-rule the law of Prussia, and tho time of the meeting 
would have been better occupied in considering whether the new statutes 
proposed by the council were more beneficial than allowing the company to 
remain without, in fact, any law. After a lengthened discussion, the 
statutes were agreed to and subscribed by a large majority of the proprie- 
tora in attendance. 

The next question was the raising of additional capital, and the Chair. 
man observed that they had only to consider whether they would risk 
another 4s. It is generally conceded that the property is most valuable, 
and it is only through the unfortunate selection of the gerants that the 
company is in its present position; but these were circumstances for 
which the council are not to blame, as considerable caution was exercised 


in their appvintment, and the great power possessed by the gerants is 


‘mainly to be attributed to the false position of the company as a socicte 
en commandite, It cannot be expected, after the large outlay of capi- 
tal, and the manner in which the mines have been opened, that they will 
be abandoned ; but, as the Chairman stated, it would be very unfair for 
those who refuse to assist to step in and share with those who had courage 
enough to goon; it, therefore, remains for one and all to be prompt in de- 
ciding the course to pursue: they must either advance the 4s. or lose the 
20s, per share, and in the event of refusing must not blame those who may 
reap the future advantages, of which there appears so excellent a prospect. 
he Chairman remarked that the members of the council held a majo- 
rity, but they should not act upon it; the proceedings were, therefore, 
adjourned nantil the 30th inst., after which time, in the cvent of the 90007. 
proposed to be raised by the issue of preforence shares not being subscribed 

measures will be adopted under the Prussian law to forfeit the shares of 
those proprietors who neglect to contribute ; at the same time, from the 
great confidence evidently reposed in the council, there can be little doubt 
of their meeting with the zealous co-operation of their fellow-sharcholders. 





A proposal for a new Mines’ Rating Bill, under the invidious title of a 
Mines’ Dues Rating Bill, has been*partially discussed at a meeting held 
last week, at the Town Hall, Truro, and which will be found fully re- 
ported in another column. The principal speakers were the promoters of 
the abortive attempt made during the last session of Parliament to rate 
the adventurers in mines (the parties who, strange to say, by their own 
outlay and sole risk, frequently at a total loss, open the ground, and pay 
dues or royalties to the landlord upon the very dues or royalties so raised 
and paid.) The subject was very imperfectly discussed, No prominence 
whatever was given to the old custum, before 1832, of the lords puying 
rates on dues of which they alone had the benefit. Little or nothing 
was said about the numerous other rates, such as highway rate, &c., which 
would inevitably follow the poor-rate, and prevent any mines from being 
worked at all; or of the fact that the great majority of the mines in the 
county do not pay any rates. 

The vital question of wxo’s To ray? was avoided as much as pos- 
sible. It behoves the adventzyers now in copper, tin, iron, lead, coal, and 
other mines, who are really the parties interested in these proceedings, to 
be up and doing; and we have means of knowing that an overpowering 
opposition has been for some time organised against any attempt to saddle 
the adventurers with any payments or rates beyond those risks of loss they 
already suffer from so severely. : 

In Derbyshire, and other mining counties, each as large as Cornwall 
(whence alone this proposal emanates, from a small sect of landowners and 
their agents), the old law and custom, from time immemorial, and at pre- 
sent in practice, is that the lords should pay any rates which may be im- 
posed upon dues or royaltics. We are happy to find that Mr. Ronarrus, 
one of the richest commoners of England, as well as the largest proprietor 
of land in the county of Cornwall, and a gentleman of ancient lineage, was 
of opinion that the burden ought to be thrown on the lords, who were 
the only partics certain to derive a benefit from the property rated. His 
impression was, that the Government were not desirous of moving in so 
difficult a question, 











In another column, we have inserted a complete summary of the second 
portion of Mr. J. K. Buackwetv’s paper * On the Iron Industry of Great 
Britain,” read at the Society of Arts, on Wednesday, the first part having 
appeared in the Mintne Jovenat of Dec. 22. From this it will be seen 
that the display of iron of British manufacture—the raw matcrial, the fuels 
employed in smelting, or specimens of more elaborate and finished manu- 
facture, according to the author’s views, did not, unfortunately, take that 
precedence among the productions of other countries at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion which, from our proud position as producing one-half the entire quan- 
tity manufactured in Europe and America, would have led us to expect. 
In taking a review of the entire paper, we think it far from deserving the 
charge of incompleteness with which Mr, Birv, in the discussion which 
ensued, assailedit. Mr. Buack wet has first considered the geographical 
and geological parts of the subject, and shows that the ontire produce of 
manufactured iron in Europe and the United States annually is 6,000,000 
tons, of which Great Britain produces 3,000,000 ; France, 750,000 ; United 
States, 750,000; Prussia, 300,000; Austria, 250,000; Belgium, 200,000 ; 
Russia, 200,000 ; Sweden, 150,000 ; the smaller German States, 100,000 ; 
and other countries, 300,000 tons. . 

The chemical portion of the subject is then elaborately entered into, and 
the several modes of manufacture described—the paper concluding with 
an interesting review of the various specimens displayed in the Paris Ex- 
hibition, To account partly for that want of progress which the author 
attributes to the present position of the iron trade, he considers that pro- 
bably the very abundance of our mineral resources has contributed to pro- 
duce somewhat extensively a slovenly system of manufacture; and al- 
though many may consider that Mr. Buackwxu1 takes too gloomy a view 
of the subject, and does not give this country that credit for perseverance 
in experiment and discovery in science which it deserves, there are few, 
we think, who will not agree with him that it is highly important we 
should prepare ourselves by every means for the industrial rivalry which 
awaits us, by the diffusion of scientific knowledge more completely than 
has hitherto been the case among our working population ; and by its com- 
bination with that energy and practical knowledge which have hitherto 
directed them, we may expect to maintain our present position as the chief 
manufacturing country in the world. 








Nearly all the gold mining companies have disappeared, those that are 
still remaining are barely dragging on a lingering existence, and in order 
to prolong this, they are obliged to obtain subscriptions from their share- 
holders, In the annals of mining, it would be difficult to find such an 
amount of ignorance and incapacity, combined in many instances with 
knavery, as these delusive projects have developed. In general, it is the 
practice that parties should be assured they possessed a mine, before they 
commenced purchasing extensive machinery, &c., to erect on it; but wit 
these companies it has been reversed ; they on purchased steam-engines, 
crushers, &., before they had the ground whereon to place them. In 
many cases inefficient superintendents have been appointed, totally igno- 
rant of all the practical details of business, only fertile in making excuses, 
and holding out hopes never to be realised. The only persons who appear 
to have benefited by the gold mining mania are the officials, and those 
gentlemen who have signalised themselves by patenting and constructing 
a number of useless machines, which, practically tried, have been found 
to be totally unfit for the work they were supposed to bo capable of accom- 
plishing, and, after being erected at a considerable cost, they are to be 
replaced in many cases by the old stamps. 

It we look at the career of the Anglo-Californian Gold Mining Com- 
pany, which, whatever its antecedents may have been, the last few years 

as been conducted respectably by the present board, it will be seen that 
the local superintendent has, through his want of knowledge, misled both 
directors and shareholders. The first mine the association possessed was 
the Keystone; then Dicksburg, purchased for ‘‘ the ridiculously low sum 
of 5000/.""—these are his own words,—after a fortnight’s work, which 
was supposed to give favourable results, it.was suspended, and Brown’s 
Valley was pitched upon ; some gold has been obtained from there; for a 
long period they were delayed for the want of water; when this desired 
supply was obtained, the machinery gave way, and it was requisite to 
defer operations until the next rainy season. According to estimates, 
there are about 1000 tons of quartz on hand, of the value of about 6000/. ; 
to raise this, and erect the necessary machinery, a capital of 50,000/. has 
been expended ; the cost of crushing is calculated at 2/. per ton. The di- 
rectors have remitted 6000/. to California, to clear off a mortgage, and to 
crush this quartz, which will leave a sum of 4000/. to carry on operations. 
As Sir Henry Huntexy has informed them that crushing will re-com- 
mencein the middle of November, it may be confidently anticipated that 
about the end of January the directors will be informed that an accident 
has occurred, and, consequently, a fresh appeal must be made to the 
pockets of the shareholders. Whether this will be responded to remains 
to be seen next spring. 

The Agua Fria Company has spent nearly double the capital of the 
above association. The directors have had the modesty to ask the share- 
holders for a further subscription of 20,0002.; there isa debt at present 
on the establishment of 7000/7, They have at varions periods obtained 
remittances of gold from San Francisco, but in comparatively small 
amounts, and they are now winding-up. The Nouveau Monde Company 
are working in some other quarter of the globe; while the Quartz Rock, 
for nearly a twelvemonth, has been in astate of torpor, although favour- 
able reports have been recently received from their superintendent, Mr. 
Wappzit. To endeavour to revive thes¢ associations would seem to be 








like hoping against hope; vast sums of money have been expended on 
them, and in not one instance has a satisfactory result been arrived at. 
While American individual industry has been productive of success, Eng- 
lish associated enterprise has only conduced to failure. Gold mining by 
the British mining companies in California has become a by-word and re- 
proach ; and it is to be regretted that so much capital, which otherwise 
could have been so profitably employed, has been frittered away in the pur- 
suit of a delusive chimera. ‘The funds are now nearly all expended; a 
solution of the question must soon be arrived at, and that will decide whe- 
ther any of these associations for working gold in Australia and California 
will be in existence a twelvemonth hence. 





The recent clection of Mr. Ronerr Sterurnson, M.P., to the presi- 
dency of the Institution of Civil Engineers is, indeed, following up an 
axiom which has been lately much called for by the public in other quar- 
ters—putting ‘the right man in the right place.” While Mr.St . new- 
son must feel great satisfaction at the proud position in which his col- 
leagues have placed him, in an institution so eminently scientific, we think 
the members have done themselves much honour by their selection. De- 
scended from a parent who raised bis own fortunes, and succeeded in 
emancipating himself from the labourer’s toil to rank with the first engi- 
neering talent of the day, Mr. Ropert Steruenson has from birth im- 
bibed that spirit of liberality so congenial with modern feeling; and his 
education and pursuits have exactly fitted him for the discharge of any 
public appointment in perfect accordance with the spirit of the age. We 
have no doubt but that this election will render the Institution still move 
highly popular; and sure we are that the worthy President will devote 
his best energies to the fulfilment of the duties of his office. 

In Mr. Sreruenson’s inauguratory address, on Tuesday, some most 
extraordinary and even startling facts in connection with the railway eys- 
(em were elicited, Railroads now spread over Great Britain and Lreland 
like a network, to the extent of 8054 miles completed. In length they 
are equal to the 10 largest rivers of Hurope united, and there are mors 
than enough of single rails laid to make a belt of iron round the globe. 
The cost of these lines has been 286,000,000/., equal to one-third the 
amount of the National Debt. There are 50 miles of tunnels; 11 miles of 
viaduct in the vicinity of London alone; the earthworks excavated mea- 
sured 550,090,000 cubic yards—a mass of earth sufficient to raise a py- 
ramid a mile and a half high, with a base equal in area to St. James’s- 
park, The trains run 80,000,000 miles annually ; 5000 locomotive engines 
and 150,000 vehicles, compose the running stock ; the engines in a straight 
line would reach to Chatham, and the vehicles from London to Aberdeen. 
‘The companies employ 90,400 officers and servants directly, and upwards 
of 40,000 collaterally—130,000 men, representing a population of 000,000 
persons, or 1 in 50 in the entire community dependent on railways. ‘The 
engines consume annually 2,000,000 tons of coals, 4 tons every minute, 
Hashing into steam 20 tons of water-—an amount more than suflicient for 
the wants of the population of Liverpool. The coal consumed by the 
engines is nearly equal to the whole amount exported to foreign coun- 
tries, and one-half the annual consumption of London. ‘ 

Last year 111,000,000 passengers travelled by railway, each averaging 
a journey of 12 miles, ‘The receipts were 20,215,000/.,, and there is no in- 
stance on record in which the receipts of a line has not been of continuous 
growth, even where portions of its traffic had been abstracted by compett- 
tion or new lines. The wear and tear is great; 20,000 tons of iron have 
to be replaced annually, and 26,000,000 sleepers perish every year. To 
supply these, 300,000 trees are felled annually, which could be grown on 
little less than 5090 acres of forest land. The President then suggesied 
various means for meeting these unavoidable outlays for deterioration, 
which after a few years reach an annual average, as well known as the 
cost of fuel, and should be admitted as an annual charge against receipts. 

The address then entered into the question of fares. Nothing was so 
profitable as passenger traffic: an average train will carry 200 persons, 
and the cost was under 15d. per mile; and 100 passengers produced, at 
tive-vighths of a penny per mile, 5s. 24d. Minimum fares paid best on 
short routes; but with respect to the higher fares, greater expenses were 
incurred for increased comfort and accommodation. The postal facilities, 
the electric correspondence, and other details connected with railways, 
were entered into, and the President stated that nothing would afford him 
greater satisfaction than that from his observations some sound practical 
improvement should result to a system with which his name, in conse- 
quence of his father’s works, had been so largely associated ; for, however 
extensive his own connection with railways, all he had known, and done, 
was due to the parent, whose memory he cherished and revered. 





The West Marirosa Gotv Mive shareholders were assembled, last 
weck, for the purpose of receiving the report of the committee appointed 
to confer with the directors, and, perhaps, a more ridiculous offer was 
never made than the one submitted, coming, as it did, from a gentleman 
holding a high position in the City of London. . ' 

It appeared that an enormous amount had been spent in carrying om 
operations tutally different from the intention of the promoters, as set 
forth in the original prospectus; and yet, will it be believed, one of 
the directors of a leading joint-stock bank positively refuses to allow the 
shareholders to see any of the books, to ascertain what amount they ought 
to receive back. The offer made by the same gentleman, if it were not @ 
subject of serious importance to many poor shareholdrs, would be really 
laughable—it was, that they accept 4s. 6d. per share, by two instalments 
of 2s, 3d, each, the first to be returned upon a certain cay, and the second 
at some subsequent period ; but the directors would not pledge themselves 
to any time when the first payment should be made, so that in the event of 
accepting the terms, the sharcholders might possibly reccive the first in- 
stalment 20 years hence. So far as the committee had, with considerable 
difficulty, elicited some meagre information, it appeared that the balance 
in hand was 16,500/., but, out of that amount, 14,0007. had been lent to 
one of the directors (Mr. J. MAsreRMAN, Jun.), upon security of shares, 
and, although he had the use of this large sum for two years, not one word 
was said about charging interest, and the directors to whom we havo al- 
luded also refused to show the shares, which probably might turn out to 
be all in bubble companies, or other worthless securities. 

Mr. Guevara declared that he would rather go tothe Court of Chancery 
at his own expense than submit to such an unsatisfactory offer; and it ap- 
peared to be the general feeling of the mecting that it would be preferable to 
adopt that course, when they would have the satisfaction of publishing to 
the world the doings of the concoctors of these schemes, and prevent them 
from again inflicting the same amount of misery on partics who had relied 
upon the respectability of the board of directors. s 

It must have been satisfactory to the meeting to find that the committee 
were strengthened by the addition of Mr, Taunton; and wo hope we are 
correct in congratulating the shareholders that, through the indomitable 
perseverance of that body, the affairs may yet bo wound-up better than 
was expected. 








Tur New Braziwian Rawway.—Another impetus is likely to be com- 
municated to the employment of British capital in South America,-— 
a most promising railway undertaking, for which 2 company has just 
been formed in London, the concessionaires being Messrs. De Mornay, 
English engiueers, of much experience, in Pernambuco (whose admirable 
sugar-cane crushing mills we formerly noticed), their surveys and esti- 
mates having been corroborated on the spot by Mr. Borthwick, C.E., and 
tested by the Brazilian Executive. Upon the capital to be raised, the 
Government, whose probity and punctuality are proverbial, guarantee a 
minimum interest of 7 per cent., which invests the transaction with much 
of the character of a well secured loan, with the difference that this mi- 
nimum is likely to be considerably exceeded out of the profits on the traffic. 
The line is to commence at Pernambuco, the most eastern of the Brazilian 
ports, and terminate at the junction of the Rivers Una and Pirangi, near 
the’town of Agua Preta, traversing the principal sugar district of the 
empire. Among the privileges conferred by the concession is the mght to 
all minerals and precious stoncs discovered within 20 miles on either side 
of the line. If the district intersected does not form almost the only ex- 
ception to the geological character of the almost entire country, this right 
is certain to prove a most lucrative one, ‘The company does not propose, 
however, to employ any portion of its capital in seeking for mineral riches, 
or working the metalliferous deposits when discovered ; it wisely abstains 
from all nsk and speculation, and proposes to sell the right of working such 
ores as may be diseovered, thus securing to the shareholders the benefit of 
the privilege, without aay of the risk on which so many enterprises, other- 
wise most promising, have split. We observe with much satisfaction that 
there will virtually be very small abstraction of capital from this country,

A VOICE FROM THE CITY, ON MINES AND MINING. 

When the market for any particular commodity has been reduced to a 
state of stricture, and when businesstherein has been brought toa deadlock, 
from whatever cause such results may have arisen, it is instructive to note 
the shifts to which the partiesconcerned are driven, in order to prevent their 
common ruin. When the mining market, a short time ago, was reduced to 
the above-uamed condition, on account of an absence of public orders, the 
dealers resorted tosales by auction, inorder, if possible, to prompt the public 
to buy their stock in to some extent—a novel and unusual way. At th 
time this course of procedure was adopted the dealers were glutted with 
stock, and however much inclined they might have beon to purchase 
shares thrown on the market at low figures, still their means were quite 
inadequate to the emergency. Looking, then, at sales by auction trom 
this point of view, the public had some chance, through stich an agency, 
of obtaining some good shares at nominal prices. As a means to an end, 
therefore, public sales answered the purpose for which they were intended 
—viz., to relieve the dealers from a mags of unsaleable stock, and putting 
them in funds for fresh business. Beyond this point, however, sales by 
auction are undoubtedly prejudicial, not only to the agents, but to their 
clients, the public ; as it must be obvious that, whenever the dealers were 
im 4 position to buy, they would only allow the public at these sales to 
purchase stock which was either totally unsaleable without, or at prices 
very much above their market value. Although this may, abstractedly 
speaking, be termed unjust, still it is a perfectly natural development of 
the system. . 

That the public have benefited, as well as the dealers, by these public 
sales, is unquestionably the fact; but, notwithstanding this, they should 
keep a vigilant eye on the working of the system, in order to prevent their 
being made the scrpegoats of men better versed in all the intricacies and 
tricks of share-dealing than themselves. The continuance of salvos by auc- 
tion, now thatthe mining market is in a comparatively prosperous condi- 
tion, is alone sufficient to induce a searching enquiry into their manage- 
mentand aim. They are no longer the symbol of necessity, as the mar- 
ket for mining shares is now both healthy and vigorous; and, under the 
altered circumstances of the case, if they do not promote the general good 
they must be productive of results injurious in their tendency. pktas 

ere a list of shares, such as are usually advertised in your Journal for 
sale by auction, to be thoroughly investigated, it would be found that the 
auctioneer had received his instructions from two distinct classes of in- 
dividuals—tirst, from the public, who send actual orders to sell; and, 
secondly, from members of the mining market, and persons immediately 
associated with them, who either put in worthless stock for absolute sale, 
or put in a list of good marketable shares, trusting te the well-known 
license of auctioncering language to procure a price higher than their 
market value, and, failing that, to prevent their sale in toto: and should 
the auctioneer announce, as is frequently the case, that such shares have 
been bought in, the stock, of whatever description it may happen to be, 
is lowered to some extent in public estimation, and the general public 
suffer though the abortive designs of baffled schemers. 

Again, should a dealer be either desirous of purchasing in particular 
stock, or in any way wish to affect the published market prices, sales by 
auction afford him a ready means for the attainment of his end. He can 
submit a few shares for public competition, buy them in either ridiculously 


low or preposterously high, mark the price as business done, and his ob. | 


ject is effected, with a certainty and expedition which might not have 
been attained by the most deheiate pen. mene mtg 7 

It will thus be seen that sales by auction are capable of being used in 
furtherance of the most dishonest ends. If all the stock offered to public 
competition were to be sold without reserve, these sales would speedily 
lose their vitality, and the actioneer’s, like Othello’s, oceupation would 
be gone. Hitherto, I have been speaking of indiscriminate sales, but in- 
stances do occur in which the usefulness of such an institution must be 
apparent—such as in the realisation of the estates of parties deceased, and 
in the sales of large lots of shares forfeited for the non-payment of calls 
but, in all such cases, the circumstances under which the property is to 
be sold should be fairly stated, and then any auctioneer would pause be- 
fore committing a breach of faith in this respect. Junius, 








IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. } 

Jan. 10.—The accounts we have received this week from various parts 
of the cistrict, with respect to the position of the Iron Trade, corroborate 
each other in 4 remarkable degree, and prove beyond doubt that the iron 
trade is in a sound and healthy state. The quarterly meetings are being 
held, and, as far as they have yet proceeded, they fully confirm the views 
we expressed a furtnight ago, that prices would for the ending the quar- 
ter remain unal tered. We need not enter into the reasons for such a step, 
as they are too obvious to require explanation to persons having only a 
slight knowledge of the trade. The mectings have beca numerously at- 
tended, and although not a great amount of business was done, there were 
sufficient indications of a satisfactory nature. The demand for merchant 
10D. is good, and there is a better enquiry for rails and railway ironwork. 

As regards these counties, we may remark that the fluctuations in the 
iron market during the past year have not been of a very remarkable cha- 
tacter, although the sudden and violent reaction in January from the 
prices of the previous quarter led to apprehensions that much greater de- 
pression, would follow. This, however, did not prove to be the case; for 
after underselling had lowered the nominal price of bars to 8/., with sel- 
lers at 105. or 15s. per ton less, and had occasioned ruin to several insol - 
vent frms, producing somewhat of a panic in tho market prices, gradu- 
ally recovered from their depression, and a strong demand from European 
and American States, as well as from India, “set in,” in autumn, sup- 
plying all the works with an abundance of orders, and enabling the makers 
to alvance their prices trom 203. to 30s. per ton. Since this period the 
trade has continued to be tolerably steady, with the exception of two or 
three weeks in November; and its present aspect is very encouraging, 
as there are extensive orders wanting only the facilities of navigation to be 
freely given out. Bars may now be quoted at 9/. to 9/. 10s.; hoops, 107, 
to 10/. 10s.; and sheets, 10/. 5s. to 10/. 103. at the works. Good Derby- 
shire mine pigs are selling at 82s. 6d. to 90s. per ton, short weight ; Cleve- 
land, at 805. to 823. 6d., delivered into the ironmaking districts of York- 
shire. The supply from these sources almost excludes the importation of 
Scotch pigs, the expenses of transit preventing their competing in these 
markets, Considering the circumstances that have operated to prevent 
buoyancy in the iron market, suvh as the war, and the stringency of the 
money market, the present firm and steady state of the trade proves how 
thoroughly bona fide are the transactions. 

There has been but little increase in the make of pig-iron in Yorkshire 
br Derbyshire during the past year, although some additional furnaces 
have been put into blast on the northern borders of Yorkshire, in the 
neighbourhood of Darlington and Middlesborough, and two or three ad- 
ditional furnaces for producing cold-blast iron have been “ blown in” in 
the neighbourhood of Leeds and Bradford. Two new furnaces have been 
built in the locality of Chesterfield, one at the Wingerworth Company’s 
works, and another by the Clay Cross Company, but the fear of over- 
stocking the market has prevented them from being “ blown in.” 

The revival of the Sheffield Steel and Cutlery Trades, which has been 
anticipated some muntha ago, has been realised in some branches but not 
in others. The American demand for table-knives and other cutlery is 
considerably increased, as compared with what it was a year azo, and 
hopes are entertained of a brisk trade in the spring. In files and tools, 
on the other hand, the American demand has fallen off, which has greatly 


impaired the activity of some of the large houses. Sheffield manufactur- | 
ers speak with great gravity of the increasing pressure of foreign compe- | 


tition. The Americans direct their attention to the better paying arti- 
cles; the Prussians apply themselves to the production of cheap goods,

The 
schoolmaster, therefore, went to London, and with the assistance of a 
sharebroker, he disposed of the shares in this way to Mr. Wilkinson, the 
purser, or manager. He consented to forfeit the whole of his 130 slate 
shares, and Mr. Wilkinson allowed him 4/. per share upon the lead shares, 
and the 14/. which he paid made up the 65/., as the claim made against 

| him for the slate shares, There is certainly a screw loose in reference to 
| both the lead and slate mine, and it has pinched several shareholders in 

| Chesterfield in the aggregate to a very serious amount. We shall refer

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


(¥ROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM, ] 

Jan. 10,—The quarterly meetings gf the iron and coalmasters of this 
district, so far as they have gone up to the present time, seem to indicate 
a sound healthy state of things, without that excitement which we were 
led to anticipate from the extravagance of the most sanguine, who, during 
the past quarter, have been indulging in the expectation of an advance of 
prices at the commencement of the new year. The meeting on Tuesday, 
at Walsall, was, as usual, comparatively nominal, but the accounts of the 
small tradesmen were well paid, and the tone and spirit of the meeting, 
although small, evinced the satisfactory condition in which the sta 4 
trade of the tewn and immediate neighbourhood has been in of late. The 
Government contracts for labouring military stores have been large, and 
conferred great advantages upon this locality. At Wolverhampton, yes- 
terday, the meeting was far more numerously attended, and some brisk 
| orders were reported, but the principal business was reserved for the 
meeting to-day, which took place here, at Dee’s Royal Hotel. The large 
room was filled by the leading members of the trade, and the best tone 
| and feeling prevailed throughout. Considerable orders were given for 
| the home market, and it was favourably rumoured of one large maker in 
the neighbourhood of Dudley, that he had succeeded in disposing of the 
make of all of his furnaces for the ensuing quarter at the quotations of 
the preliminary meeting, and had orders sufficient to justify the blowing 
in of one or two more furnaces. Orders from America and Canada, by 
the Baltic steamers, were also reported at the meeting—all tending to 
maintain the buoyancy of the market. Pig-iron is decidedly firm: and, 
in connection with this article, the chief topic of conversation was a cir- 
cular issued by the agents of Lord Ward within th. last few day, fixing 
the price of the best coal-blast pigs at 4/. 12s. 6d., and hot-air pigs at 
4/, 15s, per ton. I believe his lordship is exclusive in these quotations ; 
and, so far as his stocks on hand and the demand goes, he may be justified 
in requiring these prices, but the general opinion of the trade is that they 
cannot be maintained through the quarter, and there will not be any 
attempt on the part of the makers generally to follow his lordship’s cir- 
cular. At sucha price for pigs, the present rate of wages, the high price 
of coal, and last, but not least in importance, the enormous high price of 
cash for the weekly expenditure, there would be, indeed, but a small 
profit upon manufactured iron. The works throughout the district are 
reported to be in full operation, and things, on the whole, satisfactory. 
The accounts of the quarter were well met, No defaulters were an- 
nounced, and no further disasters anticipated. 

The Lichfield Bank, as I mentioned in my last letter, will not at all 
affect the mining operations of the district. The Pelsall and Brownhill 
Colliery is at work, in pursuance of the order of the Court of Bankruptcy, 
and no derangement of the property will take place to deteriorates it value. 
There were very few depositors or customers of the bank engaged in 
mining operations, and very little injury will be sustained by the trade. 
Having thus noticed one bank, I may, perhaps, observe of all in the 
district that they are acting with increased caution, and that the want of 
money amongst the commercial classes gencrally is now being very se- 
verely felt. 

A question of very considerable importance has recently been raised 
among those interested in the iron trade of South Staffordshire, and very 
energetically discussed, on the subject of a proposed advance 
London and North-Western Railway Company, in the rates for the car- 
riage of the red hematitic iron ore from Ulverstone into South Stafford. 
shire. The rates formerly charged were 48, 6d. per ton, in owners’ 
wagons, or 6s. in those of the company, thus allowing 1s. 6d. per ton to 
owners for their wagons. The advance proposed is 1s. 7d. ton to 
quay wharves, and 2s. 6d. per ton to sidings, and 9d. only to be allowed 
for owners’ wagons. In the first place, it is alleged that the simple rise 
alone will tend to send the ore in another direction, and benefit the iron 
trade of South Wales, at the expense of that of South Staffordshire. 
Another piece of injustice alleged against the company is, that when the 
company’s wagons are detained beyond acertain time, they charge a high 
scale for demurrage; but when they detain owners’ wagons, which they 
are very apt to do, they refused to pay any—a question likely to be 
settled in a court of law. 

The various complaints against the company appear to merge them- 
selves into one—that there is a combination of railway power, to the pre- 
judice and disadvantage of the trade of the district, contrary to the second 
section of the 17th and 18th Vict., cap. 31, which enacts that every faci- 
lity shall bé given for traffic, no undue preference shown to any particular 
person, and that no delay, prejudice, or disadvantage, shall be occasioned 
to any person whatsoever. For disobedience to this clause, a railway 
company may be fined 200/. a day. Some of the ironmasters say the re- 
medy ought to be left to the oremasters, as concerning them most; whilst 
others retort, that this would drive them to the South Wales market, to 
the prejudice of South Staffordshire. Many other points are included in 
the pros and cons on this important question, which will be watched with 
| much interest, as likely to make sallway directors more alive to the ad- 
| vantages of their customers. 

In the Metal Market, the recent advance in the price of tin has caused 
much dissatisfaction amongst that numerous class of persons called small 

| manufacturers : they find it almost impossible, owing to the falling off 
| in the demand for manufactured goods at the present time, to realise upon 
the made goods the advance upon the raw material, and they earnestly 
| desire the destruction of the monopoly, to which they attribute what they 
| consider unnecessary advances. Copper remains stationary, with a mo-

STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND.

Jan. 10,—Government funds have had another fall in price this week, 
but are to-day somewhat firmer, having recovered about j pervent. Sharea 
have but little changed in value, and all sovurities of this nature have 
beon well supported during the woek. In mining shares there has been 
but little done. In railway shares the only change was in Mullingar 
shares, which fell about 3. ‘Bhe following are the latest quotations, as 
usual :—Consols, 864; New 3 per Cent., 864; Hibernian Bank, 33; Na~ 
tional Bank, 314, ex div.; Royal Bank, 20; Grand Canal Stock, 37; . 
Mining Company of Ireland, 132; Belfast Junction Railway, 40%; Great. ¢ 
Southern and Western, 513; Irish South-Eastern, 5}; Dublin and Wick- 
low, 52; Killarney Junction, 73; Midland Great Western, 483; Water- 
ford and Limerick, 22%. 

The meeting of the Wicklow Copper Mine Company was held at tho 
office to-day. A report was read from Mr. Barnes, the managing director 
at the mines, describing in detail the operations at the several parts of the 
mine, which now appears to be in a satisfactory state, a greater sum than 
usual having been laid out on improvements and repairs, which were found 
necessary to be made in the machinery department. The directors’ report. 
was of the most ordinary character, expressing, however, considerable hope 
for the future : it stating that the imports of sulphur were considerably less 
than last year, being only about 35,000 tons, compared with 75,000 tons in 
1854; that consequently a better demand for their pyrites is expected, 
and the position of the mine is such that, according to the report of the 
manager, they will be able to supply the likely increased demand. The 
statement of accounts showed the profit on the half-year as only 1375/, 
so that no dividend could be declared. The produce of the mine was—for 
copper, 1800 tons, producing 4358/. 5s, 1d. ; of precipitate copper, 44 tons, 
value 80/.; of pyrites, 5000tons, value 4250/. ; of coppery pyrites, 500 tons, 
value 600/,; in all, 7304} tons, producing 9288/. 5s. 1d. To this sum is 
added 702, 16s. 11d., received on account of iron ore and rents, and the 
total forms the receipts for the half-year ; against which the mine cost was 
7983/. 16s. 7d., leaving the profit stated above. A statement of the assets 
and liabilities shows the former 18,0007. in excess of the latter. 

It was stated in the report of the directors, that means were being 
adopted to extract the metal from poor ores ; and it is confidently expec 
that profit will accrue from this step. It is to be regretted that the iron 
ore, which formed a new export at the time of the last half-year, has not 
realised the expectations then entertained. Accounts from the West are 
very favourable as to the extent and quality of this ore, in many cases 
rivalling that found in any other portion of the kingdom. 

A long and interesting letter has appeared, from Mr. Patrick Doran, on 
the recent geological discoveries in Tyrone. Without detracting in any 
way from the merits of the other parties claiming the right of discovery, 
Mr. Doran states that he was the first who ever discovered a fossil at 
Cultra; and also that, over 20 years ago, when engaged on the Geolo,rical 
Survey, he noticed the Permian beds in Tyrone, and at that time furnished 
fossils to the Museums of Dublin and London. 

The following is copied from the Northern Whig, and is another proof 
of the enterprising spirit of our northern countrymen :—“ The manufac- 
ture of salt from the riches of our own soil is now an accomplished fact. 
The enterprising proprietors of the Duncrue Salt Mines have erected ex- 
tensive and convenient works contiguous to the Ballymena Railway, to 
which their raw material is conveyed from the mines near Carrickfergus , 
and a railway having been completed from these works to the docks, ves- 
sels can be loaded at the quays with great facility and dispatch. The first 
cargo of this article, a large vessel of 400 tons, was dispatched not long 
since to New Orleans; and we have no doubt that the facilities offered by 
the company, both in price and shipping accommodation, will speedily en- 
sure for them a large and profitable export trade.” ;

The above are a few instances of the fall which all stocks have suffered. 
Money, without being absolutely scarce, is not abundant, as the announced 
increased rate of interest on Exchequer bills—ons de tresor—proves. Tho 
Parisian Gas Company, formed by the amalgamation of the English and 
French Companies—another sample of the spirit of consolidation, or mo- 
nopoly—issued their shares at a most unfortunate period. The shares 
were expected, prior to their emission, to reach 1100 francs; but, alas * 
they came out considerably under; fell to 860; rallicd to 930 ; and dropped 
again to 900—their present price. ; 

In the Metal Market, there is little of importance to note. Prices are 
maintained, without over-speculation or unwise depression. The furnaces 
and manufactories are in full operation to execute the numerous orders 
they have in hand. 

A sad accident has recently occurred in the Blanzy Coal Mines, from 
the explosion of fire-damp, and was attended with a frightful loss of life. 
A hundred and thirty miners were at work in two galleries, on different 
levels, which communicated by means of a third, on an incline, some 49 ft. 
long, and in which no one worked. About 10 in the mcrning, the over- 
seer, after carefully examining the galleries where the men were at work 
went up; when, shortly afterwards, a terrible explosion took place, and, 
driving up the debris into the air, told those at the pit’s mouth of the fear - 
ful character of the accident. The ventilators were set to work, and assist- 
ance sent down, Six of the sufferers were drawn up—two dreadfully 
burnt, and since dead, two much burnt, and the other two unhurt. The 
fearful extent of the fire, and the falling in of the galleries, proved terrible 
obstacles—13 have been recovered; 16 remain in the mine. The cause 
of the accident is, as usual, enveloped in mystery. 

The responsibility which the French law throws upon pre | com- 
panies and their servants in cases of accidents has just been exemplified in 
a judgment rendered against the Lyons and Mediterranean Company's 
officials, for the collision which occurred on their line on Oct. 7, by which 
no one was killed, although some 30 passengers were more or less griev- 
ously injured.

GOLD MINING IN WALES. 
It is well known that gold has been discovered in many places in Mc- 
rionethshire, and sometimes of considerable richness in the quartz veins 


in that county. It has now, therefore, become an important question to 
decide, in a positive manner, whether the precious metal exists in suffici- 
ent abundance, or is so extensively diffused, as to render the working of 
these veins a profitable operation. The mode to be adopted to solve this 
interesting problem appears hitherto to have been the grand obstacle to 
the attainment of a definite result. The failure of Berdan’s and other 
similar machines, after they had raised great excitement as to the won- 

erful results to be obtained by their use, dispirited many of those who 
had great faith in the ange J object, and there was a consequent dis - 
couragement to the adoption of any other plan. 

‘The question appears at last to be about to be tested in a fair, honest, 
and efficient manner. Some highly respectable and influential gentlemen 
in the City have purchased the Great Cambrian Mine, which is hence- 
forth to be called the ‘‘ Cambrian Gold Mine,” divided into 64 shares, at 
62/. 103. each. The quartz veins of this mine, which are large, have been 
found to contain fine specimens of visible gold in considerable quantities, 
and it is believed that the simple plan in use in the Brazils, of stamping 
and washiog, will prove equally efficacious in Wales. To carry this out, 
a practical man, who has been for many years employed in Brazilian gold 
works, has been engaged, and will forthwith proceed to erect twelve stamps 
heads, and operate on 50 tons of quartz, or upwards, the result of which 
cannot fail to be watched with much interest. . At the termination of this 
experiment, a meeting of the adventurers will be convened, and the results 
laid before them, when it will be matter for their consideration as to the 
future course to be pursued. If it should be determined to proceed with 
the stamping, or any other process, those adventurers unwilling to do so 
are to be allowed to relinquish their shares, and receive 20/. per share for 
the same. Up tothe point of stamping and washing 50 tons of quartz, 
there will be no liability whatever; nor after that, unless by the decision 
of the adventurers, 

The gentleman who is to superintend the operations, after a careful 
peneentl inspection, has given it as his opinion that, taking into conside-. 
ration the discoveries already made, together with the character of the 
matrix and strata, a similar property in Brazil would command a very 
large sum.

Tae Iron Trapr.— Tronmaster,” in this day’s Worcester Journal, 
says—“ The quarterly meetings of the week have been well attended, both 


by those connected with the iron trade of the district, and also by those 
from the various shipping ports who export iron; and although there were 
not many orders given out to the second-class houses, yet the uan- 
tities were in most cases received from the regular connections of the 
marked iron-makers. Business, on the whole, wag satisfactory. The pig- 
iron sellers had no complaint to make of the scarcity of transactions, and 
their iron is not likely, for a long time to come, to increase in stock. An 
alteration in price is not at all probable, and it is a matter for congratula- 
tion on all hands that it isso. ‘There are yet several large malleable iron- 
works still out of operation, but it is not so with blast-furnaces. Every 
furnace in the district is in occupation, and though, of course, some are 
out of blast, there are more at work, and more pig-iron is being produced 
than was ever before made in the South Staffordshire district. I am glad 
to say that for the last fortnight there has been less talk of underselling 
than for months past; the fact is, it is too notorious to all who have even 
a partial knowledge of the trade, that those who undersell in the present 
state of things must be heavy losers by it; and I fancy those whose ne- 
cessities force them to quote much below the fixed price of the trade would 
find it hard to get credit from the pig-makers. 

To those who do not know the practical details of the trade, I dare say 
it is believed that the profits of iron making are enormous, but I have 
known both pigs fd bars at considerably lower rates than at present, when 
more profit has been made. Coal is far too high for bars at 97. per ton. 
Mine coal and labour will prevent pigs from being at a lower price, and 
I am quite certain there is nothing in the stocks of pigs which will tend 
to a reduction. Nail rods and merchant bars are in very good demand. 
The falling offis in boiler-plates and sheets. Orders for the spring trade 
are beginning to come in, and we must have orders in next month for the 
United States; it is admitted on all hands that stocks were never lower in 
America. During the present quarter the orders for Canada also will be 
coming in, and then we shall hear less complaints from the sheet makers. 

There is a great deal being said about the freights being advanced to 
bring ore into the district. Iam sure we have, at times, the greatest dif- 
ficulty to hold our own and secure orders in cutting times, from the mis- 
fortune of being so far from the shi ping ports. n the North of Eng- 
land, on the Ts ne and the Wear; tland, on the Coast and the 
Clyde; in South Wales, at Swansea and Cardiff: their iron is shipped 
on sea-going vessels at once, while we have to send it a four or five days’ 
get to the ports, at an expense of from 9s. to 20s. a ton, in small 

It is a great question 
whether, by this advance, the railways and canals will not eventually 
damage their own interests : there is only one thing in their favour—viz., 
the quality of Staffordshire iron; it must be had by those who require 
the best manufaeture ; still I hope these gentlemen will not forget ‘ the 
iast feather, &c.’’’

Native Carsonate of Barytrs.—Messrs. Vipond and Co., of Alston, 
have, after considerable research, met with an exceedingly rich deposit of 
pure native semi-transparent carbonate of barytes. This rare and almost 
isolated mineral, in so pure and crystalline form, is not known in the world 
elsewhere, being confined to one mountain range in Alston Moor. In this 
discovery Nature has not been niggardly of her treasures, the rib, or lode, 
being 3 ft. in thickness, 50 ft. in height, and is underdriven 50 ft. in length, 
without decrease of width; and probably extends some hundreds of feet 
on‘each side of the rise, in the course of the direction of the vein in which 
it has been met with. 





Sattperre in Russia.—From St. Petersburg, we learn that the price 
of saltpetre has risen in an extraordinary manner. Lately full liberty was accorded 
to every one indiscriminately in Russia to work saltpetre mines, but that measure has 
proved insufficient. The Government bave not been able to come to the resolution 
to allow openly the importation of that article free of duty; but the various custom 
houses have received a private intimation to permit all the saltpetre which was pre- 
sented at the frontier to enter without paying anything. 





Corrrr Smettino iv Amertca.—There are six copper smelting fur- 
naces in the United States—-situated at Cleveland, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Boston, New- 
haven, and Detroit. Those at Pittsburg, Cleveland, and roit, are supplied from 
the Lake Superior Mines, the others in part from rpc Lake 3u , and other 
mines in the United States.

Reverseratory Furnaces.—Mr. W. H. Nevill, of Llanelly, has speci- 
fied his patent for the construction of reverberatory furnaces for the collection and 
condensation of volatile substances. It is well known that in submitting metals that 
are volatile at high temperatures, such as lead, zinc, silver, &c., or minerals contain- 
ing substances that are similarly volatile to heat in common reverberatory furnaces, 
a considerable loss of such metals or substances is experienced, in consequence of the 

eat rapidity of the current of heated air passing through the flues and chimneys 
leading from such furnaces. Now, the object of this invention is to prevent, or, ar 
far as possible, to diminish this evil by the use of the following means :—To the fire- 
place of an ordinary reverberatory furnace currents of air (either cold or heated) are 
forced, by a blast cylinder or fan, through sogenee placed nearly at right angles t 
and above the fire-bars. It is found that a column of blast acting with a pressure of 
1X 1b. per square inch, and supplied through three pipes or tuyeres of 234 in. dia- 
meter, Goub sufficient for carrying on the operations required in the treatmeut of 
metallie ores in a furnace of 45 square feet of melting surface. The main pipe, bs 
which the blast is supplied to the tuyeres, is provided with a proper valve or stop- 
cock for the purpose of regulating the quantity of air supplied to the fire-grate ; 
whereby the degree of heat in the furnace may be increased or diminished at will. 
It is desirable to have a layer of clinkers on the fire-bars, to prevent, as far as possi- 
ble, the heated air from escaping downwards through the fire-bars into the ash-pit. 
By employing artificial instead of natural currents of air for keeping up tue required 
amount of combustion, the necessity for preserving as ect a vacuum in the flues 
and chimney leading from the furnace as would otherwise be requisite, is avoided,— 
it being only necessary to muintain a current of sufficient rapidity in the flues to 
clear the furnace of the fumes and ga%es generated during the operation: or in 
other words, taking care to observe this last condition, the patentee is enabled to 

e use of any well-known and approved system of flues, dumpers, or collecting 
hambers, in tion with water, coke, and other subst *, incombination with 
such furnace, for the purpose of collecting the fumes that would otherwise escape. 
Where a number of furnaces are in operation, it would of course be necessary to 
collect the flues from each into one main flue or culvert meting to u single chimney. 
The patentee claims the combined application of blast and collecting or condensing 
flues or chambers with reverberatory furnaces, for the purpose of preventing the es- 
cape of usefu! substances that would otherwise be lost. 


New Merattic ALLoy.—In conjunction with the metals ordinarily used 
in the manufacture of copper alloys, Mr, F. J. Anger, of Stamford-street, mixes cer- 
tain pound subst which are not ina metallic state, but which, in the pro- 
cess of the manufacture, become elementary, and partly enter into the composition 
of the alloy, and impart to it properties whieb it otherwise would not possess --being 
remarkable in its resemblance to gold, not changing colour by use,and being dense, 
malleable, ductile, homogeneous, and sonorous, toa marked degree. The following 
is the process :—In a crucible the patentee first melts 100 parts of good copper, and 
while in a perfect state of fusion, he adds 17 parts of zine, 6 parts of magnesite, or 
substance ofa like nature, though perhaps differing in name, 3°60 parts of ammonia 
or salt of ammonia, 1°80 parts of quick-lime or other calx, aud 9 parts of crude tar- 
tar, The crucible is then covered, and the whole allowed to come to a complete 
state of fusion; when it may be poured into moulds of the necessary shape, or into 
ingots or bars, to be afterwards shaped into articles of use. If the metal be required 
of a more tenacious character, tin may be substituted for zinc. According to the 
ductility or shade of colour of the metal that may be required, the proportions of zinc, 
tin, magnesite, ammonia or salts, quick-lime, and crude tartar, are varied. 


New Brack Paint.—Mr. M. Staite crushes carbon by means of ham- 
mers and rollers, and grinds it by means of stones, and then takes the dust and passes 
it through sieves ‘ior about 3000 holes to an inch), or subjects it to successive washing- 
in large tubs. hen a sufficiently fine dust or sediment is procured, he mixes it 
with linseed oil, in the proportion of about 6 gallons to a ton, and re-grinds it to a 
fine soluble paste. 


Sream-Hammers.—Mr. Naylor, the Norwich superintendent of the 
Eastern Counties Railway, bas recently patented a steam-hammer, for which, in hi- 
specification, he claims a great many superior qualities and capabilities over those o/ 
Nasmyth and others, to which, in the absence of any mechanical description of the 
hammer itself, we must to some extentdemur. For instance, the inventor states that 
he can deal with a small piece of iron as well as a large one; it can strike a heavy o1 
light blow at will, that these blows may be delivered alternately, and that it can be 
made to fall by its own weight, or be accelerated by the pressure of steam to any ex- 
tent. It may also be applied as a rivetting-machine, weg ry forging, stamping, 
and other like purposes. Now, there is nothing here but what has been, and can be, 
effected by Nasmyth’s, Condie’s, and others; but on receiving a full description of the 
details of construction, we shall be prepared further to consider the subject 














Liquip Fir, anv SpHericat Sue_ts,—The experiment in the marshes 
at Woolwich, with Capt. Dieney’s liquid fire shells, as reported in the Sunday Times of 
16th inst., proves thata shell to _—— within a shell is not the best means for con- 
veying the liquid fire to the mark, use if the outer shell is made so thin that the 
explosion of the inner shell will burst it, then it is not strong enough to resist the 
fire of the charge in the gun or mortar. I would have the fuse cuse only to be 
shattered after the shell hus penetrated the object to be set on fire; this cun be effected 
by placing a bursting charge within the case itself, like a boy’s squib-cracker, wher 
the liquor would decant through the fuze-hole, which, for this object, could be made 
wider than at present.
